Rag He Churches of the French Tongue, inhabiting in 
Js England, being aſſembled by their Deputies, and 
TY Proxies at London, in the , 1644. in a Collo- 
Jie, (the Capitall , and ſupreme Convention for 

the Rule,and Government ofthoſe Churches , ac- 
cording to the ancient , and laudable Uſage, and Cuſtome of 
the Diſcipline thereof, ) did by their Act fully, and unanimouſ- 
ly agree to ſuppreſſe the Obſervation of all ſuch daies , as were 
heretofore commonly calle, Holy. daies ; Which before that 
time were commemorated by thoſe Churches; But afterwards 
they did decline to ſolemnize them; Nor have they been ob- 
ſerved by any of them, till within a twelyemonth laſt paſt ; ex- 
cepting onely, that the Fre nch Church in London, (contrary to 
the ſaid AR, and merely out of a perverſe, and precipitate Re- 
bellion againſt Eccleſiaſtical! Orders, deſigning to be diſtin& 
by themſelves from all our Siſter. Churches, ) hav e lately intro- 
duced and required the Obſervation of ſuch Dayes : Albeit 
that the ſaid Act was confirmed, and eſtabliſhed in another 
Callaquie at London, of the ſaid Churches, in the year, 1654. 
At which time, ſome of the Conſiſtory of the Church in Lon-

don, did in Order to the making a Propoſition by their Depa. 
ties to that Colloquie , propoſein their Conſiſtory, That Ho. 
ly-daics might be again ſet up. Which motion was oppoſed 
by Mr. Elias Delmey; (one of the Paſtors of that Church,) 
and ſome others in the Conſiſtory; But by the Majority of voices, 
that Propoſition was Ve to be made to the Colloquie;

Whereby to have their explanation. 


Upon occaſion whereof, Mr, Delmey took an opportunitie 
to treat of that ſubject; Demonſtrating the unlawtullneſle 
of obſerving ſuch daies : At the bearing whercof, it was obſer- 
ved by ſome, that Mr. Ciſner was very impatient ; who aſſoone 
as Mr, Delmey had given the bleſſiog, did openly before the 
Congregation averre, That Mr. Delmey had preached a ſediti- 
ous Sermon, Which was ſuch a pertinacie, and inſolent affront 
from a Miniſter to a Miniſter, that it is without example in all 
the Churches of the French tongue in England, that ever 
can be memorized, But at the time of the meeting of the Col. 
loquie in September 1654. all differences were-accorded in 
the Church ; yet atthat Convention the Deputies of London 
defired, that the Colloquie would explain the Act, made in 
1644. concerning the putting down of holy daies; alledging 
that chey had no intent to keepthem. Whereupon che Col- 
loquie declared, That that Act did prohibite unto the Church- 
es of our tongue in England, the publique exerciſes on holy daies; 
But did not condemne, as ſuperſtitions, or Idolatrous thoſe 
Churches, that prattiſed the contrary. 


Not long after the diſſolution of that Colloquie, Mr. obs 
Done au junior of Norwich (being in London, in company with 
Mr. Daniel Fervacques, and others,) And diſcourſing about 
that Injury offered to Mr. Delmey by Mr. Ciſner. was verie much 
diſcontented, ſaying, It is no marvell; for hee that will be- 
tray a Church, will make no conſcience to trouble a godly Miniſter 


of the Church: And ſo related the particulars of what Mr. 
| ; Ciſner

Ciſner had done, to Mr. Fervacques ; who communicated 
the ſame to my ſelfe ; Not. withſtanding which, ( the 
ſaid difference being ſo newly reconciled, ) Although Mr. Cie 
ners offence was, (as hereafter ſhall be deſcribed,) a moſt 
egregious Act of treachery, Mr. Fervacques, and my ſelſe re- 
ſolved to conceale, and entombe it in oblivion, for the peace 


of the Church. 


But the implacable ſpirit of Mr. Ciſuer, ( who will not live 
quietly with Mr. Delmey. bis religious, and faith full Brother,) 
could not long confine it ſelf in the limits of Moderation: 
and therefore Mr. Delmey ſometime afterwards preaching on 
a Lord's day, upon the 21“ Section of the French Catechiſme, 
touching Repentance, was controverted, and oppoſed by Mr. 
Ciſner, in an other irregular manner; for that on the Wedneſ- 
day following Mr. Ci/ner complained to the Conſiſtory a- 
gainſt that ſermon 3 ſuggeſting, that Mr. De/mey had prea- 
ched againſt his Colleague Mr. oh Baptifta Stonppe (ano- 
ther Paſtor of that Church; ) whereunto Mr. Del/mey re- 

lied, that he intended no ſuch matter; for that hee had ſtudied 
is ſermon, before he had heard Mr. Stouppe preach the Lord's 
day in the morning: But this anſwer would not pacifie the 
Conſiſtory ; who _ inſtigated by thoſe other Paſtors, pro- 
ceded to make an Act of Conſiſtory forthwith-againſt Mr. Del - 
mey, to oblige him againſt his conſcience; unto which hee 
could not in duty, and good conſcieace acquieſce. . But the 
irregularity of that complaint will be clearly manifeſted, if the 
cuſtome and practice of the French Churches be duly conſi- 
dered, which is; That as ſoone as 4 Sermon is ended, the Mi. 
niſters and Elders repair to the Veſtry, or  Conſiſtory-houſe ; 
and if a Miniſter hath delivered any thing not well underſtood, 
or wherewith any perſon is diſsatisfied, it is preſently. propo- 
Jed to him, while it is freſh in memory, to explain and aiſtin. 
guiſh, Which was not required of Mr. Delmey and there- 
fore it may be more then conjeRured, that Mr. Ciſuer, 155

his party in the Conſiſtory complotted, not to impeach him for 
his ſermon preſently after ita delivery; — 48 could not 
afterwards make ſo poſitive a defence, as he might have done 
— when the matter was obvious to the Congrega- 


 Hereupon the differences recovered new ſtrength, and 
vivacitie ; which being perceived by my ſelfe, and meeting Mr. 
Ciſner, and Mr. La Roche (one of the Elders) at the Roy all 
Exchange in London, I, ( together with Mr. Fervacques) re- 
ſolved to conferre with them ; But by no means to caſt oyle on 
the fire incenſed, but extingniſh it rather with the water of 
longanimity, and difcretion, and in truth, to ſay not ſo much 
as a word, which ſhould adminiſter a juſt offence. And thus 
reſolved, wee there accoſted them ; My ſelſe affirming, that 
I = verls much ived , there ſhould bee ar 6a diviſions 
touching Mr. De/mey's Sermon, upon repentance but Mr. Le 
Roche that his affaires would not permit him to ſtay, 
and ſo de . Wherefore'I did tell Mr. Ciſner, That 
1 Hard Mr. Deimey, and in my judgement: his doctrin ' was 
ſemd and good ; whereto he „It n ſeund © upon 
which I demanded , herefore then they made ſuch a ſevere Aft 
22 752 to which Mr. Op rm 2 
prexc  dpinſt Mr. Stouppe, e dofiroe. was: all 
ſawnd: upon which I did defire! Mr. — deckhec, my 
ſach' a- ſevere A ſhowld: be mad, ſinct both the Paſtors had 
prrached the truth; and how, au wherein Mr. Delmey had 
failed: Who ſaid, in the manner of hir Sermon - ; and in- 
ſtantly ſell out into a paſſion of anger, ſaying, that Mr. Del- 
mey, and his partie trowbled the Church Whereupon 1 
intreated -himtoforbear ſuch expreſſions of parties, which ought 
nor to be in the Church of God; And as they were all one Body. 
ſo they ought to be all of one mind: But Mr. Ciſuer ſeemed to 
defend it, „ that in the Charch of Corinth, there was 4 
party for Paul, another fer Apollo, and another for Chriſt: e

ing queſtioned, M hither they were commended, or reproved 
for it, anſwered, that they were reproved: Wherefore 
with tmveb-fervency 1 beſought him, rhat rhexteforth be wouttd 
deſiſt to uſe ſuch Terms of Diviſion; for thereby the Church would 


never be in quiet. 


Furthermore at the ſame time, and plate, 1 had con- 
ference with Mr. Ciſaer about'a fermon, which he had prex- 
ched; wherein hee had aſſerted, that there was Hpocriſſe in the 
Lam; telling him, ther I beleived there war 4 
Miitahe in the Auditors, and that he mu ndr well under flood by 
them. To which Mr. C:i/ner ied; th he did utter ſom 
what to thut nurpaſe: And then fajd, Thur the lam wur an Hy- 
pocrite, and promiſed that which it could not perform; & moreover, 
If one was born in the ftate of innocrncy (as Adam was,) an bud 
kept the Lam from point to point yet he ſbonld not hr ſaved by ir. Un. 
to which-} returned, That it was verie ſtrange doctrint. 
aud I mich wilats{fied\ therewith. Whetefore Mr. Cifaey 
faid, That perhaps I was ignorant aud lien not what 
bypve®s ſie” was: Which ( trucly ) I profeſt, 7 did not: 
upon which Mr. Ciſuer began to inform mee, that there'were 
to ſorts of Hypacriſes, But abraptly declined; Puffionately 
alledging, That I, ani my. partie were the” tronblers of the 

d good cauſe to diſriaime; aud to 


Curb: which 7 had 
affirm, Tn the trhabier of the Chureh weive' from tht pattie, 
that» was fuhr down to Norwiell ro! ſertle the peute of thin” 
Chavel; am berrayed it. Upon'whith Mr. Ciſner gave Mee 
the Lie; and ſaid they" wee all liars, that affirmed it: But 
I ſaying, What if it be proved? who then ſhall be the Liar? Wet 
departed one from the other without further diſcourſe. 


Whereupon Mr. Ciſuer complained to the Conſiſtory, 
That I, and Mr, Fervacques had called him traytor on 
he” Exchange: To which they gave credit, and ordered 
Us to appear before the Confiſtory; And upon ſummons

But at the length I ſaying, It ſhould be ub 
hindrance to ny anſwer, and preſſing as befo:e; Mr. Stouppe ſaid, 
He thought the diſcipline wat not altered. Then I made 
reply, T hat if it was ſo, they had broken the Diſcipline; for 
that they,ought not to have called Mee, and Mr. Fervacques before 
the Conſiſtory, till they had uſed the common and accuſtomed 
Prattice of the Governement ; which is according to the Dottrine 
and advice of our Lord, and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt is Mathew, 8 : 
Chap. 15. 16, 17. verſes : Deſiring them earneſtly to peruſe the 
$® Article of the 3% Chap. of the booke of the Diſcipline concerning 
Elaers; which they refuſed ': Wherefore inſiſting to 
declare the Paſſages of the diſcourſe between Mr, Ciſner 
and my /elfe at the Exchange; Mr. Stowppe required mee t0 
come to the Fact; Iterateing thoſe expreſſions ſeverall times. 
Whereupon 7 being interrupted, ſaid to the Conſiſto- 
ry, that if | was not ſuffered to | fpeake, I had nothing to doe there. 
And then they gave mee leave to proceed : abich 1 apaine

Bis I ſay, that the accuſation of Mr. Ciſner 5s falſe:

J. nor they that he called my Party, that troubled the Church ; 
But it was from that party, that were ſent to Norwich for the 
peace of the Charch, and betrayed it: Mr. Ciſner ſaid, That I 
Hed, and all thoſe that ſaidit. I told him, if it be proved, who 
then will be the Liar, and ſo we parted. $'**' His conſcience 
reproved him ſo ftrongly, that he tooke it to himſelf ; when as it was 
ſaid of the Company, For there were five perſons beſides himſelf ; 
And why ſhould he takg it to himſelſe, but that he knew himſelf to 
bee guilty. And further I ſaid to the Conſiſtory: I Mr. Ciſner 
had had the Patience to have demanded of mee, whom I meant, No 
doubt, but that 1 fronld have told him. Whereupon the Company 
in Conſiſtory defixed to know my meaning; And thereunto 1 
anſwered, that I meant Mr. Ciſner, and him only ; for that I was 
fully perſwaded, that the reſt of the Gentlemen had done their duties 
according to their Commiſſions. Wherefore the Company re- 
quired mee to tell them, From whence I had received that 
Information; 1 anſwered, that 1 had it from Mr.Fervacques 
(then and there preſent, And Mr, Fervacques bring demanded, 
If he had made ſuch a Relation to mee, affirmed poſitively, 
that he had ſo done, and all the matters were true ; And that he 
did ſpeake it only of Mr. Ciſner.; juſt ifyins himſelf in telling mee 
the Particularities. 


Mr. Ciſaer hereupon called God, and the HolyGhoſt to be 
lis witneſſes, that the ſaid accuſation was falſe ; and that wee 
had forged it, and were inventors of Lies, and tellers of Lies. Of 
which Invocation, and his ſcandalous Expreſſions, why 
Ire 
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deſired the Company to take notice, and obſerve. Who 
ſaid to mee, that I muſt yet prove my accuſation; Albeit 
that Mr. Fervacques had owned, and aſſerted it before them; 
And thereby by the Law of God, and the Lawes of this Land, 
I ought not to have been further enjoyned to make any 
other proof; for that when I kad produced my Author, there 
not more remained, but that the Author himſelf ſhould 
proceed to mainteine, and averre his Information, and not my 
ſelfe.

conſtituted Governement : But if it be the cyſtome of France, 
(not being approved, or admitted in England, where our 
Laws are juſt and right, ) it is however no waies obligatory, 
or aſtrictive to any perſons of the French Churches in 
England +: For that they are not bound to any Method of 
procedings by their Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline, ther then accor- 
ding to the word of God, and the Lawes of reaſon, founded 
thereupon : Which to all Societies, and Aſſemblies, ( profeſſing 
Chriſtianity, ) ought to be their abſolute Rule, and preſcription, 


without variation, or declenſion. 


After all this the Company demanded of Mr. Fervacques, 
Of whom he had received biz ſaid Information, Alledging that it 
muſt be proved: and required of him to tell them, in 
what time it might be done ; who anſwered, that his. evidence 
was farr diſtant from London, and it could not be produced 
ſedainly.

This Letter; and requeſt being thus read by me to the Con- 
ſiſtory , Mr. Stouppe ( their Preſident , ) without any Methodi- 
call Propoſition of a queſtion to the Conſiſtory, or mature 
dcliberation by them upon the Contents thereof; But onely 

ib; 
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in an — manner did ſolely of himſelf propoſe to me, That 
if lw 3 to ſubmit to that, which they ſhould ordain, 
they would tell me their reſult. Whereto I made reply, That 
I preſented my ſelf to the Company, and not particularly to Mr. 
Stouppe , and it was not for him to give me Anſwer, before the 
matter was propoſed to the Company, and their advice given thereon: 
Which at length he acknowledged, deſiring me to with-draw, till 
the buſineſs was debated : Which being done, and afterward 
called in again, Mr, Stouppe ſaid to me, that if I would promiſe 
to ſubmit to what they had ordered, They would tell me their 
Reſolation: Otherwiſe they had nothing to ſay to me. By which 
in truth, (AsItold the Compuny) It is evidently demonſtrative,

Amazement of the Iſraelites his brethren. Beſides if we conſider 
the equity, and admirable Reaſon of the Decalogue; And what 
Teſtimonie and reſpect our bleſſed Saviour gives it in his holy 
GoSel, that he came not to deſtroy the Law, but to fulfill ir, 
And from thence doth by way of Expoſition , and llluſtration, 
moſt juſtly deduce thoſe Exqùſite, and moſt holy morall pre- 
cepts , and Axioms for the ordering and governing of a Chri- 
ſtians life, (As are contained in his Sermon on the mount, ) with 
a ſure promiſe thezenuto of eternall ſalvation ; We cannot in 
reaſon, or Religich otherwiſe conclude, then that thoſe Ex-

That had it pleaſed 
God permiſſively to ſuffer it, It would ſoon have enthralled 
the godly Miniſtery bf this Land, in a more than Egyptian Bon- 


dage : But as God of his infinite mercie ſuppreſſed the Authors, 
i Fomentors of ſuch a miſchief complotted apainſt his own 
Inheritance; So it hath pleaſed God in this private difference 
between Mr. Ciſner and my ſelf, ſo farre to diſanimate the 
Monſter of that Project.

In caſe that the Law be an Hypocrite? ConjeQuring that by this 
Interrogation , they would have been incited to return mee an 


anſwer. But as men affrighted with ſome ſodain, and unex. 
pected Accident, they looked one upon the other, and gave 
mee not a word of anſwer. And thereupon I took my leave and 


departed. 


At length being in daily expectation of the coming of Mr. 
Jom Dontau, the very Letter it ſelf, (which Mr. Cſner did 
write to Norwich concerning Mr. D'aſigny , ) came by Gods 
good Providence, to the hands of Mr. Fervacques ; herein he 
defired the Parties that were engaged with Mr. D'aſigny, = 

| they 
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they would be pleaſed to vouchſaſe him a Teſtimony , that he well 
behaved himſelf in his Deputation from aur Colloquie. Whereas 
in truth he was ſent down in favour of Mr. De Laune, and his 
party, againſt Mr. D'afgny by our Colloquie, with other De- 
puties , to put in execution the ſentence of the Colleguie , againſt 
Mr. D'aſigu for his obſtinacy & unworthineſs. And if Mr. Ciſuer 
bad fairly, and honeſtly deported himſelf, according to his 
charge, It had been moſt congtuous, and proper for bim to 
bave ſent to Mr. Delaune for a juſtification, ( in whoſe behalf 
he was deputed , ) then to thoſe who were his adverſaries , and 
under the Cenſure of the Colloquie. But by the Sequell it will 
evidently appear, that Mr. Ciſner did of ſet purpoſe treache- 
rouſly adhereto Mr. D'aſigny , whereby to illude, and fruſtrate 
the ſentence of o Colloquis againſt him; And by his per fidious 
diſcovery of tha counſells and ſecrets of the Collequie , and his 
fell Deputies to Mr. D'aſigny» render all their Actions, and 
Deſigns for the peace of the Church in Norwich , altogether 
fruitleſs, and inefſectuall. 


Wherefore to proceed in ſuch a Tract, as the neceſſary Circum- 
ſtances lead and induce me, I ſhall acquaint you with the further 
ill bebaviours of the Conſiſtory of London, whereby they might 
the more facilly prevent the Detection of Mr. Ciſuer's offence: 
Which I hope will be conſtryRive , even by the weakeſt capa- 
city , and apprehenſion ; And manifeſtly alſo diſcover their 
neglect of Duty and reſpect to bis Highneſs and the State; To 
whom they ought with all gratefull ſubmiſſion for their favour, 
and protection, to render all due obedience , and compliance to 
—— Acts and Ordinances of State with all readineſs, and

Then to the matter! On a Saturday night Mr. pen Doxecu 
coming to London, Mr. Fervacques gave notice thereof the 
Lords day following after evening Sermon; And that he would 
attend the Conſiſtory the edn] do after , being a Conf 
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day. But for aſmuch as that a Faſt was appointed by his Highneſs 
to be kept on Thurſday following, (Of which the Conſiſtory, 
(As they ought to have done, ) took no notice at all ;) And (as 
may be conceived probable , ) through no good affections to 
the Obſervation of, and conformity to his Higneſſs*s Order, and 
Appointment, did make no publication on the Lords day be- 
fore , ) The Conſiſtory thereupon afterwards bethinking them- 
ſelves , ( But upon what grounds, is not known , but onely to 
themſelves, ) did afterwards order , that each Elder ſhould go 
in his quarter, and give advertiſement to the Members of our 
Church, that the Sermon, ( which of uſuall Courſe, was to have 
been on the zyedneſday , ) was put off, and deferred till the 
Thurſday , which was ſet a part for a Faſt , & aforeſaid, And 
Mr. Tainturier (the Elder of Mr. Fervacques ]) coming to him, 
and giving him an intimation according to tit ſaid Order, of 
the Adjournment of the meeting till Thurſday, did hereupon 
inform that Elder, that Mr. Donean had appointed to be gone 
out of London towards Norwich on that Thurſday morning; 
For that his buſineſs, being very urgent, required him to de- 
part from thence ; Deſiring Mr. Florantain, that he would be 
pleaſed to come that immediate after-noone , and hear what 
he could ſay : But he declined ſo to do; Propoſing rather, 
that ſome body elſe might undertake it. Which being related 
to Mr. Doneau, he ſaid, that through the extremity of his oc- 
caſions, and affairs, he could not by any means poſſible ſtay 
in London any longer, whereby to attend the Conſiſtory: And 
therefore that he might declare his Teſtimony , to as much 
effect, as lay conveniently within his power, (with reſpe& 
had to his own private occaſions, which he might not in 
good reaſon prejudice, being under no Coercive power, but 
merely in a friendly manner deſired to aſſert, and averre a 
matter within his own knowledge,) Mr. Doneau did thereupon 
commit to writing the Relation of his evidence, (As hereafter 
"ſhall be more expreſly , and in terms ſet forth;) Which he ſign- 
ed, and ſubſcribed with his own proper hand-writing in the 

— preſence 
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preſence of three credible Witneſſes , (who have been, and are 
readie to juſtifie, and affirm the ſame to betrue 3 ) And deli- 
vered it with his ſubſcription to Mr. Fervacques ;On purpoſe 
that he might preſent it with all ſuitable opportunity to the 
Conſiſtory for the better manifeſtation, and confirmation of the 
truth of his Information concerning Mr. Ciſner. And on that 
Thurſday morning Mr. Doneau, having done as aforeſaid, went 
from London on his journey to Norwich. 


The ſame day Mr. Fervacques came to mee, and deſired me to 
accompany him to the Conſiſtory, that we might preſent to them 
the Teſtification of Mr. Done au: But in regard it was a Faſt day, L 
\ conceived it not ſqgproper to attend them on ſuch an occaſion 

that day ariſing to defer that affair till the z/ed»eſday after: 

And moreover Mr. Fervacques on that faſt day had given 
noti@to his Elder of the departure of Mr. Doneau from Lon- 
don; And that by reaſon of his great haſte to be at home, he 
had left the particulars of his knowledge in writing, And 
when FYedneſday was come, We preſented our ſelves to the 
Conſiſtory, (Mr. Fervacques having delivered into my cuſtody 
the Originall Letter of Mr. C:/ner's before expreſſed, and 
keeping to himſelf Mr. Doncau's Teſtimony: )Where being come, 
and notice. given of our attendance, the Company called for 
Mr. Fervacques to come in before them ſingly : But being they 
had obliged me at former times equally wit himeo make proof 
of the Accuſation, Iwent in with him, No ſooner was I before 
them3But Mr. Stouppe (their Preſident, )deſired me to with. draw, 
ſaying , they did not call mee in: Whereupon I replyed to them 
in words, Sirs. It concerne's me, ſeeing that you would not dil. 
charge mee, but have kept mee on this buſineſs againſt all fuſtice 
and equity. Upon which the Company ſaid, That if I would not 
with-draw , they had nothing to ſay to us: And we might -with- 
draw if we would. Perceiviug thus their obſtinacie, and perverſ- 
neſs I bethought my ſelf, that it was better for mee to-with- 
draw, then not to deliver in to them, what evidence we had 
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ready againſt Mr. Ciſner: For it was their main defignto have 
taken all advantages againſt us, whereby they might have pre- 
vented the diſcovery of our proofs againſt Mr. Ciſner: For 
which they would have gladly taken the occaſion from my Re- 
tuſall to 24 out of their preſence: And thereupon I with- 
drew my ſelf. But I pray obſerve the Indifferencie , and Ju- 
ſtice of the Conſitory | Who as ſoon as I was gone out required 
of Mr. Fervacques to produce the Teſtimoniall of Mr. Doneau, 
and Mr. Ciſner's own Letter, He told them that I had that 
Letter; But delivered to them the Originall of Mr. Doneau's ſub- 
{cription, with a Copy thereof; deſiring them to compare , and 
examine them, and to return him the Originall; For that he re- 
ſolved to keep: Both which Mr. Stouppe Eceiving and the 
Company delaying to read, or peruſe thei),Mr. Fervacques 
preſſed them with much Importunity ſo to do Mut they refuſed; 
Reſolving , that Mr. Stouppe ſhould compare them privacy by 
himſelf, Which was ſo done by them, meerly to ſurprize Mr. Fer- 
vacques , That they might the better keep ſecret the ſaid Relation 
of Mr. Doneau, from the Company, As I conceive, or elſe they 
would have permitted it to have been read. 


Ma Fervacques bereupon tame ont from the Canſiſtary, and 
told mee in what manner they had ſurprized him: And imme- 
diately they called for my ſelf to come in. As ſoon as I was be- 
fore them, Mr. Stouppe deſired mee to deliver to them Mr, 
Ciſner's Leiter. To which I anſwered , That if they wonld read 
it publickly before the Company , I would net ane ly deliver them 
the Originall, hut a true Copy: But my reſolution was, that when 
they had compared and examined that Copy with the Original, 
Iſbould willingly leave that Copy with them; But the Original 
1 would keep my ſelf. Mr. Stowppe hereupon ſaid to mee, that 
the Companie had ordered , that he ſbould compare them privately 
. by himſelf. I replied to him, That wy addreſs was to enn, 

a

und not to himſelf onelie : And what they required, or had ordered 
was again ſt the practice of our Government, and the like was never 
beard of before amongſt us: And therefore I would not deliver it 
in ſuch à manner, nor unleſs it was read before the Companie. 
To this Mr. Stouppe returned, That the Companie had not ſo 
much time, as to read it. I anſwered, That canld be no excuſe ; for 
if one read the Originall, and another took the Copy, It would be done 
in the tenth part of the time. Hereto Mr. Stouppe gave anſwer, 
that if he read the Letter, there would be diſputing about it, and 
they had not time to do it.l made reply, That if that was the true 
reaſon , I for my part would promiſe not to ſpeak one word. ſo as they 
would preſently promiſe to hear me, and Mr. Fer vacques fallie to 
the matter, beforgy they did proceed to the determination thereof. 
Which che Comp did promiſe they would do, before they 
paſſed their ſennce. 


Mr. Stouppe hereupon preſſed me again to deliver the ſaid 
Letter; Which I told him, I was reſolved not to do, unleſi it 
might be publickly read. Wherefore Mr. Stouppe perceiving my 
Reſolution, praied mee, and Mr. Fervacques to with-draw: Which 
being done, Mr. Stouppe, Mr. Iſaac De Lillers , and Mr. D' obey 
came out of the Conſiſtory to us, and ſaid , thas the Company had 
ſent them to read the Letter; Comparing the Copy with the 
Originall. Wherevpon we manifeſtly apprebending the unjuſt, 
and unreaſonable Actions of the Company, which were con- 
trary to all Precedents of times paſt , and that they had ſome 
indirect Deſign, and ayme in agitation , Whereby to ſave , and 
ſecure Mr. Ciſner, from juſt Cenſure 3 But at length diſcerning 
no other remedie , We yeilded to thoſe three perſons, upon 
Condition, that before they did proceed in Canſiſtory upon the 
buſineſs, they would hear what we could ſay: hich they faith= 

Fully promiſed to do, and to grant us ſuficient time; which then 
/ . ſaid they could not ſet apart. I then delivered them the ſaid 

iginall, and Copy; They read, and compared them, and 
returned mee the Originall, Aledging that the matter was of 
| gre at 
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great conſequence , and at that preſent they could not conſider of 
it. But before they did enter upon it, they would give ws notice, 
and hear what we could (ay. We referred our ſelyes to their own 
time,, deſiring them in the mean ſpace well to conſider of the buſi- 
neſs, as it was of great Concernment, and with-arew. 


I queſtion not but the Reader will much admire , why the 
Company have acted, and mannaged this buſineſs contrary to 
all Rule, Order, and example within the Government of our 
Churches, and againſt all equity, and right reaſon; in ſtifing and 
obſtructing the ground and proof of the Accuſation againſt 
Mr. Ciſner, by not permitting them to be publickly read before 
them. And truely well he may ! When as by their partiality , and 
too much affection to Mr. C:/zer , (If ever dney did read thoſe 
particular Charges againſt him before the Com any, )they never 
did reſolve ( 1 t) any thing ;thereupon without his adziſe; 
And it is not incompetent in reaſon to conceive , that he was 
affraid , that ſuch a poſitive an proof of his offence , 
ſhould be publiſhed to the Company, before ſuch time, as that he 
had inſtructed, and ſecured his friends to his advantage, and 
gained time, and opportunity for them to fitt,and prepare them. 
el ves with Arguments, and Expoſitions , whereby to juſtifie 


Mr. Ciſner from any Crime, or miſdeed , or at leaſt to conſtrue , 


and interpret it with a more candid, and favourable Repre- 
ſentation , then in truth the juſt merits of his fact dodeſerve. 
And as it might have ſeemed ſtrange to his friends at firſt ; 
So the Company did take a ſingular, and remarkable Courſe, 
that they ſhoud never hear of it at all, As farre forth as they 


could poſſibly adviſe, or imagine: Or otherwiſe they would not 


have made ſuch ſtrange Reſolutions , and orders ; As before, 
and in this Treatiſe ſhal be manifeſted and declared. | 


But before I ſhall further impart, and relate to the Reader 
the TranſaRions of the Conſiſtory concerning Mr. Ciſuer, or 
my ſelf, Ihold it requiſite co give him a perfect, and exact 
Accompt 
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Accompt of the miſcarriages of Mr. Daſiguy; ( Whereupon 
he fell under the Cenſure and judgement of our Col/oquie in 
the yeer. 1646: which was ordered by them to be put in exe- 
cution by Mr. Ciſner, and others; And which Mr. Ciſner for 
his part onely, did, as much as he could, attempt, ( as before is 
hinted , and inſinuated , ) to render, and make it of noe pur- 
poſe, or effect: ) As being the originall ground, and occaſion 
of all the enſuing matters herein after contained, with as much 
brevity, as I can, not abridging the truth. 

And now, that the truth of particulars may be the more 
Methodically underſtood , I ſhall acquaint the Reader, that Mr. 
D'aſigny, being in London, and not having any Paſtor-ſoip, 
or charge in any gf the French Churches in England; And 
being related in bye kindred or affinity by his wife to Doctor 
De Laune, ( Paſtgt of the French Church in Norwich ) went 
down Norwich, to give the ſaid Doctor a viſit : whither 
being come , the DoRor received him with much civility , and 
deſired him to p reach a Sermon for him to his congrega- 
tion: which he did with much ſatisfaRion , and content to his 
Auditory, And after this the ſaid Doctor, being aged, 
and very ſickly was contented, and defired Mr. D'afigny to 
be helpfull. and aſſiſtant to him. Who being once admitted, and 
received, as a Coadjutor, by the Doctors Conſent, did, not long 
zfer ſo arrogantly, and aſpiringly behave himſelf, as that he 
endeavoured to lay aſide Doctor Delaune 's Miniſtery , and to 
gain the Church to himſelf. Which did occaſion a debate, and 
Conſideration of the matter by our Colloquie: Who at length 
for the peace, and quiet of the Church in Norwich , did order, 
that Mr. D'aſigny ſhould be Coadjutor to the Doctor. Mr. D'aſigny 
hereupon having obtaiaed ſuch a foot-ſtep into the Doctor's 
Church, did ſo farre inſinuate into the affections of the peo- 
ple, as that he made a Rent, and Schiſme amongſt them ſo wide, 
and diſtant, As that the greater part did ungratefully expell and 
put out the Doctor, (their ancient Paſtor , ) out of his Church. 
So that he was conſtrained with thoſe , that of duty adhered 
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4 bis Miniſtery, to meet, and aſſemble together in another 
place. | 


. Hereupon the Afagiſtrates of Norwich, and the reſt of the 
French Churches, Conſidering the quality of Mr. D'aſigny's 
Inſolency , and Affront done to ſuch an ancient Paſtor , as the 
Doctor was, did aſſiſt him in his Application for redreſs to the 
Parliament ; Who referred his Caſe , and Grieveance to a 
Committee : And they upon hearing the particulars thereof 
transferred the whole bofineſ to the deciſion and determina- 
tion of the Cofoguie , which ſhould next meet, and convene 
for all our Churches ; The Caſe being more proper for them to 
reſolve, and adjudge according to our gwn Diſcipline , and 
Church Goverament. 15 


Not long after, viz. 12 of Auguſt 1646: A Colloquia f our 
Churches did aſſemble in London; And after a full bearing, and 
ſerious Conſideration of the premiſſes, ( amongſt other matters 
then before them , ) did paſs this enſuing tranſlated Act from 
the Originall in French, being the g7" Article of that Colo- 


quie, vix. 


This day was preſent and the Articles read againſt Mr. D'a- 
ſigny, and the daies following examined, and proved: And after 
ſerious Conſideration of the Diſcipline , and of all that doth belon 
zo this buſine(s, the Company came to a finall Reſolution , whid 
was concluded on Munday the 1 of Augult, 4s followeth. 


Article. 87. 


Conſidering the unruly carriage of Mr. D'aligny to the pre- 
cedens Colloquie, held in London in May: 1644. ( hich then 


wade him worthy of Cenſare , ) and the Continuation of it 1 2 
Her 
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higher Degree, in continuing to reſiſt all orders, both Eccleſiaſti- 
call, & Cuvill : From whence followed Diſorders  faftions ,and tu- 
mults in the Church in the City of Norwich: And above all, 
ſhewing himſelf contumacians againſt the Colloquie , being for- 
mally called, ( though all the differences of the [aid Church of 
Norwich have been returned by the honourable Committee f 
Parliament ſorting at Weſtminſter , to the determination of the 
Colloquie ; hich alſo hath been ſignified unto him; ) The Com- 
pany (after deliberate , and exall Examinations, aſwell of all the 
Act, Amthentick,, as of the Magiſtrates , and higher Powers, ) in 
the name, and by the Authority of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt , declare 
the ſaid Mr. D'aſigny te be fallen from the title of Coadjutor, 
which was by the precedent Colloquie , { for the peace of the 
Charch, ) gran him, and alſo unworthie of the holy Mi- 
niſterie in the Merch of Norwich: And beſides do imterdift him 
the eBcution of his Miniſterie, not onelie in the Church of Nor- 
wich, bxt alſs in the other Churches that are, or in thoſe that may be 
of onr Colloquie.T he which Churches are by thispreſent Colloquie 
expreſly defended from admitting Mr. D'aligny into the exerciſe 
of the function of the holy Moniferie And efpecially the Church 
of Norwich is exhorted to put their hands to the execution of this 
Sentence: So that by that means, they may manifeſt their deſire 
to continue inthe Communion of oar Churches, under the Pro- 
tection of the King and Parliament, 


The Collogwie having made this foregoing ſentence , did ju- 
dicicuſly conſider how it might. be put in due execution. And 
wg they did elect, and chooſe five perſons from amongſt 
themſelves to be ſent to the Church of Norwich, viz; Mr. Philip 
Delmey,Paſtor of Camerbury, Mr. Ciſuer Paſtor of London, two 
Elders of London, and one of Canterbury; And all theſe five 
perſons did fally undertake this their Deputation, promiſing 
to do their utmoſt endeavours , that the ſaid ſentence might be 
put in execution according to the true intent of the Collaquie. 
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But the Reader ſha!l now moſt palpably diſcern, that all the 
faid Deputies , ( excepting onely Mr. C:/ner , ) did, (As by the 
fequel will appear, ) honeſtly , and juſtly perform their duties; 
And that he, (and he onely , ) was the man that betrayed his 
truſt; And thereby as far as he could, perfidiouſly betray all the 
Churches of the French tongue in England. And this will moſt 
exactly be made evident, by the following tranſlation of the 
Original in French of the Teſtimony of the ſaid Mr. D'oneas 
againſt Mr, Ciſner, which was not permitted by the Couſiſtory of 
London to be publickly read, as is afore- mentioned. Which ſaid 
Mr. D'oneau was an Elder in the ſaid ſeparated Congregation 
under Mr. D'aſigny from the regular Church under Doctor De 
Laune in Norwich , And merely for love of the truth hath made 
the Publication of his knowledge, As followe h. 


7 John D'oneau the younger do confeſs , and declare toerohom 
It may, or might concern, That about ſeven , or eight years paſt, 
When the Deputies of the French Churches of London , and Can- 
ter bury, were ſent ro Norwich, (being lodged at the ſigne of the 
Blew. horſe,) Mr. D'aligny , and 1 having had notice thereof, 
made our Addreſs towards the ſaid place. we ſent to Mr. Ciſner, 
(being in Companie of the ſaid Deputies,) praying him to come 
to ſpeak with ſome friends, which he did. Then Mr. D'aſigny 
having ſaluted hi, ſaid unto him, That he muſt declare to Vs, all 
the ground of the buſineſs , for which they were Deputies to the 
Church , and that he ſhould do it without concealing any thing. 
heren pon the ſaid Ciſner anſwered , that he could not tarry 75 
two reaſons: Firſt, becauſe that he feared, that he ſhould be ſuſpte 
fed. Secondlie , that they were then upon the buſineſs , for which 
he was deputed» with other Circumſtances : By which we heard, 
and underſtood that, which paſſed in their buſineſs , being in the © 
Chamber joyning to theirs) where he left Vs, with in to meet 
Us on the morrow morning at an houſe in a place, called Saudling's 
Lodgings , behind peg Church by the River ,( Being a place 


aut of the way,) for fear he ſhould he diſcovered in our om 
e 
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The which he did, (accordinglie, as he had promiſed us.) between 
ſeven and eight a clock in the morning. Where he continued untill 
about noone. Aſſoon as he met at 1 ſaid place, Mr. D'aſigny 
took Mr. Ciſner by the hand and ſaid to him, (Fir, ) yon muſt de- 
clare to us the ground of your buſineſs , for which you are come. 
He demanded of Mr. D'aſigny, What man is that? Upon which 
he anſwered , It is one of our friends: Fear not to declare all your 
buſineſs #herenporhe-declared to us manie things, that the De- 
puties had order to propound to us, to the end to perſwade ns to 
yield thereto ,( Which would take up too much time to relate.) 
And ſaid to us that if in Caſe we would not conſent there unto, 
T hey would go by way of the Magiſtrate to perſwade us to yield 
thereto : But if ti would not do, T hen that they ſbould endeavour 
to do it, by wayſpf 4 Committee. hereupon there happened o- 
ther diſcourſe 271 ſaid Mr. Ciſner; who told us that we were 
not Mliged to ſubmit our ſelves ; for they had not power to con- 
ſtrain us to do it: Therefore we might keep us to our own Reſolu- 
tions. This, (at above,) with manie other things, which he de- 
clared unto us, was concealed from the reſt of the Brethren fearing 
leaſt he ſhonld be diſcovered ; becauſe if they had been ſpoken of , 
we could not have anie more underſtood the ſecrets, and that which 
paſſed in the Conſiſtory of London; which the ſaid D*afigny rela- 
ted to me, and told mee, that he underſtood them from time to time 
from Mr. Ciſner at London, with whom he did correſpond. All 
this above ſaid, although that it be verie true, 1 had not an inten- 
tion to declare it; nor have I been required; But underſtandin 

the affront , that Mr. Ciſner did to Mr. Delmey openlie in the 
Church, I could not refrain my ſelf to declare this; Which I had 
reſolved to barie for ever. Written this eight of May. 1655.

This Teſtification I ſubmit to the Judgement, and Conſttu- 
ction of the Reader; And now ſhall inſert the tranſlated Copy 
of Mr. Ciſner's oprn Letter, which he wrote to Mr. John De 
Hagen dwelling at Norwich,in French concerning Mr. D' aſigny, 
and the buſineſs before intimated , As followeth. viz. 


From London this 16" of 
February, 1655. 


(SIR. and moſt dear Brother,) 


Lthough I have not had the homur for to converſe with you 

in particular ; Nevertheleſs the Report that hath been made 
unto me of your faithfulneſs , pietie , and ſingular affection to the 
peace of the Churches, doth encourage me to write to you theſe 
few Liner, for to tell you my opinion, upon the matter of the Letter, 
which you have ſent for anſwer unto that of my Church. Certain - 
. lie I muſt avow , that jour Conliſtory , hath had ſome canſe to 
\ be diſcontented for an apparent reproach , that was done toit ; In 
regard that it appeare's. by your Letter, the ſumm, that you con- 
tribute nnto him for his maintenance, and in doing all you can 
poſſible : For as the High Dutch Proverb ſaith , Where there is 
nothing, the Emperour kimſelf looſeth his right; And that no 
body is bound to an Impoſſibility. But if your Conſiſtory tabę a 
the pains to conſider , that our Letter doth not ſpeak_by Aſfir ma- 
tion, hut onelie by ſuppoſition , and report; Which hath been made 
to us by the Gentlemen, the Brerhren of Mr. De Laune, your Mi- 


niſter; 
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niſter ; yea who hath cauſed us to read divers Letters, which do 
witneſs his extream povertie; I hope It will make a favourable 
Conſtruction of our expreſſion , as it is convenient in the meekneſs 
of their charitie. In the mean time I pray jou, (Sir,) to remember 
[ome things, which paſſed in your Church about ſeven , or eight 
gears agone. Without doubt you remember, that the late Mr. 
Delmey , with ſome Elders were deputed towards your Church, 
for to deliver unte your Confiſtory the Sentence of the Collo- 
quie, which was againſt him, & Mr. D'aſigny, (then your Paſtour.) 
Now you all know , how holilie , and juſtlie I have carried my ſelf 
in that Deputation , having not ſonght anie thing , but the good, 
peace, and edification of your Church; For which I continue my 
praiers unto God unto this day, as alſo for the other Churches, 
without ever to pro of the Inſtruments of violence, and the 
preſumption of iſbſe; who under a pretence to govern the Churches, 
andi ſettle ga order, do endeavour to bring in a tyrannous Do- 
minion over the Inheritance of the Lord. But it is happened ſome 
moneths ſince after, to have ſerved for an Inſtrument to reeſta- 
bliſh , (Zy the grace of God,) the peace, and reunitement of the 
Church of Canterbury : For which all honeſt men do rejoice ; except 
Mr. Delmey , (Aire of his fathers violent paſſions ; ) That Satan 
bath raiſed me a great perſecution , by means of the aforeſaid Mr. 
Delmey , who for the Deſpight that he hath to ſee the reunite- 
ment of the ſaid Church 9 4 new partie upon the ruine of our 
ancient Diviſions : whereof the chief heads are, Mr, John Jurin 
the elder , and Mr. Daniel Fervacques ; who, not contented to 
perſecute me by Back-biting , have moreover reviled me openlie 
on the Exchange, in charging me te have betrayed the Church 
of Norwich, in the Deputation above-named > Although that my 
Conſcience aoth teſtifie by the holy Spirit of my Integritie, and that 
this monftrows Accuſation of the Dragon is not onelie falſe , but 
ridiculous, and impertinent 3 Becauſe * y pretend the crime to con- 
feſt in this, that 1 ſhould have been the Cauſe of it (As they ſlander 
me,) that jour Conſiſtory, and Mr. D'aſigny have perſiſted in 
their diſorder, and rebellion · It is ſo that they ſpeak. who otherwiſe 
without 
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without my Connſell , would have ſubmitted themſelves to the 
Colloquie and ſhould have accepted of the ſentence : But that 
Jour Conſiſtory then (Of which. Mr. D'aſigny was Preſident,) 
was the onelie Church of Norwich; From which Mr. De Laune 
ſeparated, and was followed by ſome few perſons , which might 
not, nor ought not to attribute to him the Name. How then could 
I have betraped the Church; Of which , ( According to what my 
Accnſers ſay ,) 1 was in the ſame, the Patron, friend, and Ad. 
Veeate. Where is, and what is the monie, that I have received of 
Mr. De Laune, and of his ? what profit and atilitie have I received 
of your Conliſtory for this pretended and imagined treaſon? 
Where are the enemies, into whoſe hands / have delivered your 
Church? What are thoſe mournfull Miſchiefs, wherein my Coun- 
ſell hath precipitated it? What i the revelation & thoſe Admirabie 
ſecrets , which hath fortified the Conductors in 2 Diſorders, and 
the Confuſion?. Truely as I know not any ſecret , Which hathbyen 
committed to me by anie Company or by anie particular perſon, 
that may be; So I could not reveal anie ſecret , as the thoughts, 
that I had for the Church, were thoughts of peace. Alſo all the 
Counſel that I could have given to your Conſiſtory, or to Mr, 
D'aſigny,tended to perſwade them to permit me the Pulpit , for to 
exhort the people to peace, and ts diſpoſe the one, and the other to 
4 convenient ſubmiſſion to the firſt Colloquie enſuing, with ex- 
pre(s promiſe, that Mr. D'elmey , and ſhould do in manner, that 
the ſentence ſnould be ſuſpended , and that their Canſe againſt Mr. 
De Laune ſhall be read over again, and examined anew ; And that 
all Tuſtice ſhould be done them, without having anie regard to the 
Appearance of awit bodie. Nevertheleſs ſo it is, that becanſe my 
Accuſers have declared to my Conſiſtory, that they will prove 
their Accuſation by ſome Witneſſes of Norwich? This therefore 
for fear that my Innocencie may not be made ſuſpetted by Jome 
falſe Teſtimonie, Ihave thought neceſſarie. moſt humbly to beſeech 
Jon to do me the favour fer to confer with your brethren , that 
then. (when I was in your Citie, )were in oſſice, aſwell of the Elders,

Atteſtation,

I ſhall not need here to Paraphraſe , or make any Expoſition, 
or Commentary upon either the Teſtimony of Mr. Doxeas , or 
Mr. Ciſner's Letter, as might well be expected: But for as 
much as I delivered to the Conſiſtorie in perſon my Obſervations 
and conſequent Deductions from the very matter and words 
themſelves according to plain, and Grammaticall Conſtructi- 
on, upon and from the things themſelves, I ſhalll refer the 
Reader to the Conſideration thereof; As he ſhall herein after 
find them particularly fer forth. And now I ſhall to 


declare the further Injuſtice, and partiality of the Conſiſtory; 
Which the Reader may be pleaſed to obſerve , As the ſubject 
matters fall worthily under, and are ſubmitted to bis judgement, 
and Interpretation. | 
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Having delivered the Copies of Mr. D'onear's Teſtimoriy ati 
Mr. Ciſuer's Letter to the Conſiſtory as aforeſaid, Mr. Fervatguet, 
and my ſelf did, (As well we might. ) expect that the Conſiſtony 
would have appointed us a time, (according to their promi- 
ſes , ) to hear what we could further ſay or alledge againſt Mr. 
Ciſner: Which if they had done, had been but common and or. 
dinaty Juſtice, and no more, than in honeſty they ought to 
make good their promiſes : But as a clear and abſolute violation 
and breach of both, and thereby of all requifite Civility , and 
humanity , they without ever calling us before them or giving 
us any notice, proceeacd to a finall Determination, and Concluſion 
of the bufeneſs > Acquitting Mr. Ciſner from being guiltie of anie 
thing whatſoever , even F the leaſt ſuſpicion; And ordered Mr, 
Delmey to come to me, and Mr. Fervacques , aud acquaint us, that 
they had conſidered of our accuſation againſt MCifner, and paſſed 
their Judgement of Acquittall ; Deſiring him to perſwade Sith us 
to ſubmit , and yeild quietlie thereunto. And for the peace of the 
Church, all things ſhould be buried ani Fur gotten: Which Meſſage 
Ar. Deimey delivered to me, and as they requeſted him, he 
deſired me to goto Mr. Ciſner, aud roconcilt my ſelf io him: But 
the news being ſo ſtrange , and without Compariſon, I won- 
dred much at Mr. De/mey, that be ſhould undertake to be the 
Reporter of it, and indeed T was diſplea ſed with him, for gi- 
ving any Colour to ſuch Injuſtice. ee. 


' Hereopon Mr. Fervacques , and my ſelf went to our Elder 
Mr. Florantine Tainturier, Signifying to him our Admira- 
tion, and Amazement, that the Conſiſtorie ſhould ſo lightly 
regatd M rye pramiſes to hear us before their Sentence 
given upon the matter: And that if we had lived amongſt 
Heathens, they would not have dealt ſo un juſtly with us; And 
hereupon we preſſed him, That he would move the Company 
to hear us: Who did preſent our deſires to them; And they 
returned anſwer , that they would hear us, and give notice to 


us when we ſhould attend them. Which afterwards they 0 
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And we appeared before them: But inſtead of hearing us open- 
ly in the Couſiſtorie , MRStowppe and ſome four for tive more 
of the Companie deſired us to go up with Rem into the Li- 
brary: Mhither being come Mr. Stouppe ſaid, that it was neceſſary 
to think of ſome waies of Reconciliation ;, For they ſaw that the di- 
viſions increaſed in the Church ; We anſwered , that it was our 
defire , upon 4 juſt and right ground. Mr. Stouppe demandef, 
what was our juſt, and right ground. We replyed, that we left 
it to the Conſiſtory to propound to us ; And if we found it for the 
glory of God, and the good of the Church, we ſhould accept it. Here- 
upon Mr. Stoupps asked me, If I would acknowledge Mr. Ciſuer 
to bean honeſt man. I thereunto anſwered , that If I ſhould fo 
do, my Conſcience would tell me, that I did lie. Wherefore 
Mr. Stouppe ſaid that they would take it into Conſideration , and 
we ſhould hear them: And ſo we parted. I expected from 
this Anſwer , that the Conſiſtory would have adviſed, and 
conſidered of a way, to ſettle us in peace, and made ſome 
propoſition to us; But they never did.

ſexand alſs the Letter of Mr. Ciſner, which he wrote unte thoſe, 
that hald with Mr. D'aligny , for to obtain from them 4 Teſtimo- 
nie te juſtiſie him. It ſeems unto me, that both the above · ſaid do 
prove amply , and clearly , that Mr. Ciſner hath betrayed the 
Churchof Mr. De Laune, and «lſo the Colloquie; and ſpake un- 
worthily of them in ontragions language. If this be ſuffered; where 
v our Government ? Int e hath done more, than ever the Bi. 
Mops did in time paſt ; for I have not heard , that they did ſo. vilifie 
ſuch an Aſſembly , and ſpabe nnwerthily of the dead, and of the 
living.Sirs. 1 bope that you have read the Teftimony of Mr. Doneau, 
and Mr. Ciſner's Letter in the preſence of all the Company; al- 
though you would not ſuffer it then to be read, but that Mr. Stouppe 
muſt read it by himſelf.

I ſaid unto Mr. Ciſner, 
that I did hear Mr, Delmey , and in my judgement , that which 
he preached was ſound and Ort hodo x, and according” to the word e 
God: he told me, his Doctrine was ſound: Then I ſaid unto him, w 
have you made ſuch a ſevere Att againſt-him? he ſaid becauſe that 
he had preached againſt Mt. Stouppe. 1 asked lum, if Mir. Stouppe 
had preached the Truth: he ſaid, yes ; Then I ſaid, if borb of them 
have preached the Truth, then I ſee no juſt ground for ſuch u ſevere 
AFR of ſemtence againſt him. I prayed him to tell mo , wherein he 
did fail: be ſaid in the manner: I acked him in what : he theren 
became angry , and ſaid that Mr. Delmey and hi party troubled 
the Church: 1 prayed him not to keep. up the names of parties in 
the Church; for ſo long as they retain names in the Church, it is to

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ved. Then I ſaid, ſeeing they were Reproved, we dught mot to 
retain names, and praied him, that he wonld not uſe it ſo often, 
as he did uſe to do: And further told him , that 1 had heard 
that he had preachedof the Hypocriſie of the Lam: ſaying that I 
thought , that he had not preached it, but that there was ſome 
miſtake , and that he was not well underſtood. Then he told me, 
that he had preached ſomething like it , and alſo ſaid that the 
Law was an Hypocrite , promiſing that, which it could not give, 
or perform; and that more over, if any one was born in the eſtate 
of Innocencie , as Adam, and had kept the Law from point to 
point, and fulfilled it, yet he could not have been ſaved by it.

or otherwiſe he would not have taken it unto himſelf, Tfhe had 
arked me of whom 1 did ſpeakit, 1 wonld have told him, that. it 
was himſelf enely , and net any of the others; becauſe Tam aſſared, 
that all of them did their duties according to their Deputations, 
and onely Mr. Ciſner did deal with Mr. Dafigny , againſt whom 
he was ſent: And to do that, without the advice, and approbation 
of his brethren , (the Reſt of the depaties, ) and after that, Mr. 
Ciſner had private Communication with Mr. D'aſigny , and de- 
clared it not to the reſt of the Deputies | If there was nothing elſe;but 
that againſt Mr. Ciſner, it were enough to make him to be ſuſpect- 
ed, that the thing is true: But it is declared fully by Mr. John Do- 
neau , that he dif give Counſell to Mr. D'aſigny nt to ſubmit to 
" the ſerece, ff that they had no power to conſtrain them. If that 
be not to betray, then | think there can be no treachery? And by 
his own Letter he acknowledgeth to have held the part of Mr. D'a- 
fipny 3 which is againſt his deputation: And his own Teſtimony is 
more worthy to add faith unto , then all the Witneſſes , that can 
be brought to the contrary. I will not inſiſt. any longer upon the 
particularities of it, becauſe that J do here preſent unto you ſome 
Obſervations, that I have made upen both the aboveſaid : and 1 
doubt not, but it will be manifeſtly proved, that I have not invent- 
ed this accuſation ; But it 1s the good Providence of God, that 
hath brought theſe things ſo farr, and ſo to diſcover thoſe things, 
that haus been ſo long hid: for I ſay, I had no intention to have 
declared it: But he laid upon me ſuch a falſe thing ſo that I could 
not contain my ſelf, but ſpake , that which I have heard; for it c 
forth without my thinkin Fit. Sirs, I do deſire ou well to be: 
der the ſentence of the Golloqaie that is againſt Mr, D'aſigny, 
and alſo the Commiſſion given to the De puties, to put the ſentence in 
execution ; aud then conſider the Teſtimony of Mr. Doneau, 
aud prixcipally Mr. Ciſner's own Lerter, and well weigh and dee 
liberate them in the fear God, and then Fudge of them, accord- 
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ing as the things do appear, that every one may bear his own bur- 
x I and he the 44 amiſſe, * his fault: And in 
ſo doing, God will be glorified , and by that means the peace of the 
Church will be ſetled 5 for which pray; and deſire, that peace, and 
Truth may imbrace each other.

I ſay, I do hold him 
to be a Blaſphemer , or an Atheiſt , untill he doth prove his ſwing, 
or explain it; or that he doth acknowledge his fault to Godby 
true Repentance , for his evill Speaking of God, and his Lam; It 
ſeems to me, that it ought not to be ſo. long time delayed in wait- 
ing for it, 1 remain.

87 : where it is ſaid, that Mr. Da- 
fgny i wrworthy of the Miniſtery in the Church of Norwich, and 
beſides he is interdicted the execution of it, not onely in the Church

his dutie, as he had undertaken to do, but betraied the Cauſe, 
which he was ſent to maintain ; As it will be manifeſt by the Ob- 
ſervations following.

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Obſervations on the Teſtimony of Mr. John Donean 


Juvinsagainſt Mr, Ci/ner, 


1. Aſſoon as the Deputies were arrived in Norwich, Mr. D'a- 
ſigny , and Mr. Doneau went to their Lodging, and then ſent for 
Mr Ciſner , aud he came to them into the Chamber next to theirs: 
And baving ſaluted M. Ciſner , ſaid unto him, you muſt declare 
to us all the grounds of your buſineſs, without concealing any 
thing. This ſhews clearly, that Mr. D'aſigny, and Ciſner kept 
Corre ſpondency together, ſeeing that Mr. D'aſigny ſpake ſo freely to 
Mr. Ciſner ; and it alſo ſhews the Teſtimony of Mr. Doneau ts 
be true, 


2. Mr. Ciſner anſwered, that he could not tarry , for two 
Reaſons : Firſt, becauſe that he feared he ſhould be ſuſpected; 
Secondly , that they were then upon the buſineſs , for the 
which they were deputed ; but he promiſed them to meet them 
on the morrow morning, at an houſe in a place, ealled Sandli ugs 
behind the great Church by the River, being a place out of the 
way, for fear that he ſhould be diſcovered. If Mr. Ciſner i» 
ſo doing, had done nothing but 12 duty, he had no need to * his 
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bring diſcovened: But his Conſcience reprovedbim, and this foews, 
that this his dealing was not lawfull , but contrary to, and againit 
ba Deputation. 


3. That Mr. Ciſner left Mr. D'aſigny, and MH. Doneau is 
the next Chamber , joyning to theirs , where they did hear, and 
underſtand all that they debated; and war or e Mr. Ciſner 
did not give any notice of it to the Company. This was to betray 
the Company, and their affairs. 


4. Ar. Ciſner according to his promiſe met them at the above - 
ſaid place , between ſeven and eight of the clock, in the morning, 
and continued with them till above Twelve at uoone; and diſco- 
vered to Mr. D'aſigny, and Mr. Doneau all th: Reſorraigns of 
the Deputies, and counſelled My. D'aſigny, and Mr. Doneau not 
to ſubmit for they had no power to conſtrain them to do it. If this 
be not betraying, there can be none in Church affairs? But it 
eppeats that he hath betrayed, for theſe three Reaſons. 


1. Firſt, beoauſe he had no Commuſſion to treat with them by 
hnmfelf, (I ſay, ) with Mr. D'aligny, who was under the Cenſure, 
and ſentence of the Colloquie. h 


2. Mr. Ciſner was ſent with the other Deputies And ſo he 
enght not to have treated without their Advice, andapprobations 
w2/2r2hele(ſehe hath diſcovered all their line ſſe to thoſe » againſt 
wem they were \depmaed. 


8. He-conuſel!'s them not to ſubmit, for they had no powtr 
6. contain them- Is not; this. to beg by giving ſuch Counſel 
we, NM ring Hat Ar. Ciſner bad wodertakes to 
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awrſue the ſentence of the Colloquie ; yet neverthete(ſe he coun-

5. We may obſeroe the great Providence of God in diſcovering 
that , which hath been kept ſo long ſecret ; Conſidering what Mr. 
Doneau , ſaith, Although the aboveſaid be very true, I had no 
intention todeclare it, nor.have been required, but underſtand. 
ing the affront , that Mr. Ci/ner did to Mr. Delwey opcaly in 
the Church, I could not refrain my ſelf to declare this, which 
I had reſolved to bury for ever. God i juſt , aud dath diſco- 
ver in his good tire the wickeduefſe of perſons , and their unjaſt 
Actions. ;

Obſervations on the Letter of Mr. Ciſuer, which he did 
write to obtain Teſtimony to juſtifie bimſelf.

I. The firſs Obſervation is, that he wrote to Mr. D'afigny, 
who was under the Sentence of the Colloquie , which judged. lum 
auworthy of he Holy Miniſtery in all the Churches of the Collo- 
quie: Alſo he wrote tothe Elders , and Deacons , that were in F- 
ce wia D'aſſgny, when the Deputies mere at Notwich, to put 
in e usausion the ſentence of the Colloquic. agaim/# Mr. D'aligny. 
Mr. Ciſner alſo wrote to them to obtain 4 Teſtimony from them 
to jaſtiſtie him againſt the accuſation. If Mr. Ciſner mould have 
juſtifierl himſelf to haue done his duty, according to his deputa- 
tion, le oug ht to have writton to Mr. De Laune, and his partie, in 
favour of whom he was ſent. He hath received Teſtimony from 
D'aſigny, and his partie, againſt whom he was ſent. which, ew's 
evidently that he hath held with the partie of Mr. D'aſigny againſt 
his Arp and ſo it proves the Teſtimony of Mr. Doneau to 
be very true. 
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2, He flatter's theſe Gentlemen to obtain 4 Teſtimony from them, 
and blame i the Conſiſtory of London, ſaying, 1 muſt avow that 
your Con ſiſtory hath had ſome Cauſe to be diſcontented for an 
Apparent reproach , that was done to it. Je it to be conſidered, 
if My. Ciſner did not diftate the Letter, and ne vertheleſſe laye's 
the blame on the Conſiſtory. Is not that Hypocriſie ? 


3. He doth incourage them not to contribute more, than the 
ſumme that they do allow for his entertainment, in doing all you 
can poſſible: for as the high Dutch Proverb ſaith , Where there 
is no: bing, the Em; erour himſelf looſeth his Right. IF we ſhould 
do the ſame to Mr. Ciſner , It would not be well pleaſing to him; 
but would be the juſt Law of Retaliation , to do to him, as he doth 
counſell theſe Gentlemen againſt Mr. De Laue, their ancient 
Paſtor, 0"; "0 


4. Ar. Ciſner doth acknowledge , that the ſentence was againſt 
their Conſiſtory, and My. D'aſigny, their Paſtor. Now ye all 
know, how holily and juſtly I have carried my ſelf in that de- 
putation, having not ſought any thing, but the good, and 
peace, and edification of your Church. This doth Confirm the 
Teſtimony of Ar. Doneau- And the Teſtimony of Mr. Ciſner 4 
gainſt himſelf is more Authentique, thax all the Teſtimonies, 
or witneſſes, that might be brought to the contrary. 80 
that there is Two witneſſes to prove the Accuſation , vix. Of 
Ar. Ciſner againſt himſelf, and that of Mr. Doneau proves 
clearly, that Mr. Ciſner hath betrayed the Church of Mr. De 
Laune, in maintaining Mr. D'aſigny contrary to his depu. 
tation. 


5. He calls the Colloquie Inſtruments. of violence, and ſceff*s 
at the preſumption of thoſe , who under a pretence to go. 
vern the Churches, and to ſettle good order, do indeavour to 
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bring in a Tyrannicall dominion over the Inheritgnce of the 
Lord: Is not this the thy defamation (that can be, ) of the 
Colloquie ? and thereby ſhewes his hypocriſie, perfidionſneſſe , and 
unfaithhfulneſſe; having undertaken the Commiſſion of the Collo- 
quie with the other Deputies, aud nevertheleſſe ſpeakes ſo wickedly 
of them. Then it is nomarvell that he hath ſo betraied them, ſeeing 
that he ſpeakes ſo unworthily of theml 


6. He ſprakes unworthily of Mr. Delmey, who is with God: 
When as the Divel , and Michael (the Archangel ) diſputed a- 
bout the bodie of Moſes, the Angel himſelf durſt not bring any 
railing accuſation 3 but My. Ciſner dares ſpeak unworthilie of 
the afl ſervant of God deceaſed. Which ſhewe's the hatred, 
and rancor that it in the heart of Mr. Ciſner. It would be well 
to boi fed $ Mr. Ciſner , if ſuch expreſſions , ( Calumnia- 
tory,) be a markof a true Minifter of Jeſus Chriſt! 


7. He Speakes nnworthilie of his Fellow- Miniſter Mr. Delmey 
(Inheritor of the violent paſſions of his father, ) that Satan 
hath raiſed me a great perſecution by that means. The Scri- 
pture called it perſecution , when one is perſecuted for maintaining 
the Truth: but it hath not been heard, that there hath been any 
debate for anie Truth : but if ene be proſecuted for unfaithful» 
xeſſe , It is a juſt Reward of his merit, as this is on Mr. Ciſner, 
for betraying the Cauſe, which he undertook to maintain. And Sirs, 
Jon may very well remember, what imprecations My. Ciſner 
made before you in the Conſiſtory touching this buſineſſe-! 


8. He ſaithof me, aud Mr. Fervacques , (who not content 
to perſecute me by back-biting, &c.) whereto, The obſervation 
of the Precedent Section may ſerve for the anſwering thereof. 
But for his venomous , and aSþerſing tongue, Its hoped , that the 
Conſiſtory will do juſtice , ſeeing 1 Thing is ſo clearly . 
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by Mr. Donemi , and alſo by bis own Letter: By which it ap- 
pears 3 and manifeſtly , that he hath taken My, D'aſigay*s 
part, directly againſt his deputation ; which juſtifie's us that we 
have not inventedit , and are not Tellers of lies, nor yo mn 
a My Cifnet termed us before the Conſiſtory. And therefore 

be owght to prove his ſaying, or acknowledge his fault. 


9. He ſaith , ſeeing that your Conſiftory , (then upon the 
which Mr. D'afigny was Preſident, ) was the onely Church 
of Norwich; from which Mr. De Laune ſeparated , and was 
loved by ſome few petfons , whomight not nor onght to ar- 
tribute to him the name, cc. Gentlemen, 7 defire pos will con- 
feder well and deliberately this Particular, comparing it with the 
ſentence of the Colloquie , which tondemne's Mr, Dafigy , and 
judgeth him wnwoyth * the holy Miniſtery in the Churches of 
the Colloquie; the [ad olloquie j#ſtifying Mr. De Laune. Ne- 
vertheleſſe Mr. Ciſner condemne's Mr. De Laune, and ſaies, 
(followed with ſome who might not and ought not to attribute 
the name : It not this to condemn Mr. De Laune, and his partie, 
and juſtiſie Mr, D'aſigny, and his partie, quite contrary to his 
Commiſſion and p udgement of the Colloquie ? So that it doth ve- 
rifie the Teſtimom of Mr. Doneau; And Mr. Ciſner by his own 
Letter maintains to have betrayed Ar. De Laune, and 
hi Church, which was acknowledpea the Church of Norwich by 
the Colloquie: And therein he hath betrayed the Colloquie, which 
repreſents all our Churches; but efþecially our Churth of London, 
who have been lat ſo great Charges for that journey: which in all 
juſtice, and equity Mr. Ciſner ought to repay. 


10. He ſaith , how could I havedetrayed'the Church, of the 
which, (according to my Accufers, ) I was in the ſame the 
Patron, friend, and Advocate. In this he dothiſay very true, and 
1 bor vr it. He ſaith, tnt I and Mr. Fer vac ques he ſuid it, when 
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4; we have not ſaid it. nor ever thought to have down ſo ; but hit om 
Conſcience ſay's it, and teſtfie's it, that he is the patron, friend 
and Advocate; and ſo he goes on vaunting, and diſcovering himſelf, 
what he is; and without doubt, he thought, that this Letter ſhould 
never have been diſcovered» and come to light : But by the good 
providence of God it is come to Light. whom it hath pleaſed, that 
it ſhould be made manifeſt to the world for a lively Teſtimony 
againſt him. 


11 He ſaie's , truely as I know not any ſecret , which hath 
been committed to me by any Company, or by any particular 
perſon that may be, ſo I could not reveal any ſecret. Any 


man may 2 judge of the falſeneſſe of bis ſaying, who hath 


never ſo li udlgtamens, or reaſon, ſeein that he wakes no more 
ConſcieWfe im wilting. whereby it may be concluded, that he had 
the ſame Conſcience to betray the Church, and the Canſe , which 
he had undertaken to have maintained, according to bis deputa» 
tion, and may aſwell juſtifie himſelf not to have betrayed his Truſt, 
4 he detb juſtifie himſelf , that he knows ue ſecrets committed to 


him. 


12. He promiſed, that Mr. Delmey, and himſelf wonld do in 
manner, that the ſentence ſhould be ſuſpended, and that their 
Cauſe againſt Mr. De Laune ſhould be read over again, and 
— , and that all juſtice ſhould he done them, without 
having regard to the appearance of any hody. I le had any 
ſuch Commiſſeon , be would do well to praduse it, 8 
appear to be true. But in ſa doing he doth in aſſaſt condemn 1 
very Colloquie, not to have judged juſtly. 


13. He is afraid , that his Innocenepmay not be made ſuſ- 
pected by ſome falſe Teſtimony, The Truth 15+ le ud, oy. 
the 
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the truth ſhonld be kyown. But God hath been pleaſed , that the 
truth ſhould be manifeſted clearly, and that by Mr. Cilner's own 
Letter. So that it is evident that Mr Doneau's Teſtimony is alſo 
very true, that Mr. Ciſner hath upheld Mr. D'aſigny, againſt 
his deputation , from the Colloquie. And in that which Mr. Cil- 
ner thought to have ſaved himſelf , he is ſo firmly, and poſitively 
taken, that he cannit find out a way to eſcape. Godis juſt, and will 
give to every one, accordingly as they have done. 


1 deſire the Reader to take notice of the later part of my 
Letter , Fomnng my aforeſaid Obſervations, How I charge 
Mr, Ciſner, for that he hath ſpoken againſt the Law, and do hold 
him to be a Blaſphemer , or an Atheiſt , untill he doth prove his 
Saying, or acknowledge his fault to God, by true 5 nee; And 
nevertheleſſe I could not receive from the oer r Mr. 
Ciſner any anſwer to this day, either to prove it by the 
word of God, or to deny it. 


Now after all the aforeſaid ſeverall Obſervations , made by 
me, were read in the Conſiſtory, Mr. Ciſner made a Reply 
thereunto » but with ſo many falſities, and impudent untruths, 
that they were in no wiſe beſeeming the profeſſion of one, that 
pretendsto know, that there is a Cod, and that he is juſt , and 
will give to every one, according to his works: And in truth 
were ſuch, as that neither my ſelf, nor Mr. Fervacques could 
with patience hear him, and forbear to refute, and convince 
him. But the Company deſired us to be patient, till they had 
fone; And then we ſhould ſay, what we pleaſed. Upon which their 
promiſe we reſted ſatisfied , till Mr. Ciſner had concluded. And 
then we deſired to reply to his falſities. But Mr. Stouppe ſaid 
in a deriding manner, It could not be done, before that he had 
asked the Companies Adviſe. Which I ſaid was his duty to 
do; And upon this requeſt we with-drew , waiting for the 
Companies reſult, n 
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" Awhile after we were called before the Company, who ſaid, 
that they had conſidered of the matter: But did not find Mr, Ciſnec 
Guilty of that, wherewith we had charged him. However for the 
peace of the Church, all things paſſed ſhould be buried under foot, 
and forgotten: deſiring us to go to Mr, Ciſner, and reconcile our 
ſelves to him. 


Te is fit I ſhould give you ſome accompt, who at this preſ- nt, 
(when this ſentence was paſled, ) were Members of the Con- 
ſiſtory of London, Becauſe very ordinarily every fix moneths 
ſome of the Elders go out, and others come in. Wherefore the 
Paſtors were Mr. Delmey , Mr. Stouppe , and Mr. Ciſner. The 
Elders were Mr. Florantine Tainturier, Mr. Samuel Vincent, Mr. 
James Dancourt, Mr. Iſaac De Lillers , Mr. Iſaac Janne y, Mr. 
David Bouquet, Mr. Peter La Roche, Mr. James De Quen. Mr. 
Deriehi s NI Peter Rouſeau, Mt. Peter Bar, Mr. Paul D'obey, 
& Mr. Peter Caulier. Which three laſt mentioned perſons, being 
(as well may be ſuppoſed) deluded and ſeduced by Me. Ciſnerand 
Mr. Stouppe, have been with them the grand diſtarbers of our 
Churches peace, and the Conductors in, and Fomentors of all 
the troubles , that have befallen it, as I do probably conjeRure. 
And yet Mr. Ciſuer hath had the Confidence to retort upon 
us, That it was we that had betraied the Church: Which ſcanda- 
lous Aſperſions the Conſiſtory would never, (though often 
intreated by us,) order him to prove againſt us; or give us any 
fatisfation for , or vindication againſt it. For which grand 
Injuſtice , and partiality there is none I hope, but of merit, and 
deſert not will condemn and reprove them. | 
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Thus haviug diſcovered the perſons and their unjuſt Actions, 

I ſhall proceed to give you a further Accompt of my ſelf and 
Mr. Fervacques: Who, aſſoon as we heard Mr. Stouppe pro- 
nounce the ſaid unheard of and unjuſt ſentence , Did inſtautſy 
proteſt againſt the ſame as unequall , and appealled from it, and 
them to the next Colloquie , to * :e would ſubmit and 0 
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fired the Company to take notice of our Appeal, and enter it in their 
Books For that they had dealt with us falſely, deceitfully, and 
wickedly: For having juſtified Mr. Ciſner in all his wickedzeſſes, 
they thereby had made his ſins their own, fer which they muſt one 
day give an Accompt. And upon this we deſired them, ſince our 
diviſions were ſo great » to he pleaſed to call a Colloquie for the 
appeaſing » and reconciling thereof. They ſaid they would conſider 
ot it, and give us Anſwer in due time. But hearing nothing 
from them Mr. Fervacquet and my ſelf went to our Elder de- 
ſiring him to propound it in the Conſiſtory, that 4 Colloquie 
might be called. He did ſo, and returned us their Anſwer , That 
Mr. Ciſner being out of town and-till he returned they could give 
us uo anſwer. Shewing ;plainly , that they cannot do any thing 
without him. I thereupon replied to our Elder, that they owght 
to do it; without Mr. Ciſner for if he and his friends could hinder 
it , We ſhould not have a Colloquie in their daiee xxx 


At Mr. C:/ner*s return, We went to the Conſiſtory, and aſter 
long attendance were called in: Ve told them, we came toknow- 
their Reſolutions for the calling the Colloquie. They deſired us 
to with.draw , and we ſhould have their Anſwer ; But inſtead 
thereof, they at the laſt did ariſe in a Confuſion. Wherefore 
ſeeing them come out one after another, and one of them cry- 
ing out, he would come no more amongſt them, I ſaid to Mr. 
D'obey , #hat ? Have your, made ns ftay thus long , and now give 
2 n0 Anſwer | He returned, that we ſhould have it at the Ex- 
change. To which 1 ſaid , that if that were their anſwer, we would 
come to them, when they were in better order. And then he told 
me, that Mr, Delmey would gi ve us the Anſwer. Who coming 
out ſaid, that the Companies Reſolution was to ſtay the ordinary 
time of the Colloquie. 


Amoneth;or two after my Appeal made as aforeſaid, my Elder 
brought me my Token for the Sacrament of the Lords Supper: 
But for that we ſomuch preſſed the Comparic for a Colgan, 
| they 
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they ſeemed to be angry, and that to be revenged oh us, they 
would keep us from the Sacrament. And the ſecond or third 
month aſter my Elder ſaid to me, that he had order to keep back 
my token, till I did reconcile my ſelf to Mr. Ciſner. I 4d him If 
I had committed any thing ſince my Appealy, that made me un- 
worthy. For that having made an Appeal, all things ought to re- 


main, as they were, till they we e decided in Colloquie. And being 


I'was not kept from the Sacrament before my Appeal made, nea, 
nor the firſt or ſecond moneth after it, I therefore ought not at all 
to be debarred from it, eſpecially not having committed anie fact 
after my ſaid Appeal, which did anie waies render me unworthy 
or diſabled. And this is according to the Act of our eighth Col 
loquie,in the year 1589, in the words enſuing, viz. 


— Article, the 80. 


No appeal ſhall be received, before that the ſentence be pro- 
vaunc ed by the Conſiſtory: hich in Caſe of an Appeal, ſhall 
ſtand intirely untill it be fully decided by the Colloquie. Vnleſſe 


that the Delinquent ſhall deſiſt from his Appeal, and ſatisfieth the 
Conſiſtory. 


After this on a Lords day in the evening Mr. Stouppe, Mr. 
Bar, and Mr. La Roche came tomy houſe to perſuade me to 
reconcile my ſelf to Mr. Ciſner. I took it as a. Complement from 
them, and laid , I was ready to do it, when be had given me ſatis- 
faction, and not before. Mr. Stowppe replyed that I ought to do it, 
and that by diſpute he would convince anie man that 1 ought ſo to 
do. To which I ſaid, that I accepted of A Diſpute : But he made 
me no anſwer. I therefore further objected, that if he was a man 
of his word, he would be as good 4s his word? Whereto he anſwered, 
that he could not nndertake it without the couſent of the Conſiſtory. 
By which I perfectly diſcerned, that it was but a mere Oſten- 
tation and Uaunting in Mr. Stouppe; naked words, without 
H 2 | deeds, 
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deeds; and in fine and Ayery, empty Com, lement, whereby to 
ſound and fathom my Inclination ; For ever ſince J have heard 
no more of it. At that time Mr. Stouppe acknowledged, that 
Ar. Ciſner had preached againſt the Law; And had compared 
it to a Diall, that marks Twelve, and ſtricke's ix; ſaying, 
Is not that an Hypocrite? And alſo Mr. Stouppe ſaid , 
that Mr. Ciſuer compared the Law to a ſquint eyed man, ſeem- 
ing to look one way, and indeed looke's another: Further ſaying, 
Is not that Hypocriſie ? 


- 


Our Diviſions encreaſiag more and more, Mr. Fervacques 
and I did hold it our duties to uſe all lawfull means for the de- 
termination thereof; And therefore preſented our ſelves to the 
Conſiſtory, for that they held, not fit co call a Colloquie till the 
ordinary time, as is before mentioned, Dales in the 
mean time to call a Claſſis to prevent the farther growth of our 
differences, They thereupon deſired us to with-draw. And af- 
terward calling us in again ſaid , that they found not ſuch a word 
inthe Diſcipline , as a Claſſis, and that it was an Innovation: And 
therefore they were reſolved to ſtay the ordinary time for a Collo- 
quie. Mr. Stouppe being asked by me, when that time would be, 
ſaid about nine or ten monet hs hence. 1 replyed to him, that I con- 
ceived it was more, If they had not altered the time, For a Colloquie 
was to be every three years: But be affirmed , in every two years. 
Howeverye wondred at their term of Innovation, in reſpet 
of a * Saying , they could not be ſo ignorant in our govern. 
ment, For that My. Ciſner knew full well » that himſelf had been 
at a Claſſis3 But I perceived, they deſired to defer the buſineſs, 

and not to come to the Touch-ſtone, as not willing to, or 
brooking a triall , and examination thereof. 


We further deſired the Conſiſtory to inform us, for what rea- 
ſon , they did keep back our Tokens, They ſaid , Becauſe we would 
not reconcile to My. Ciſner. We anſwered, that they well knew, 
that ſome time paſt we offered to do it upon good and juſt grounds;

referring it to'themſelves to propound them which; they had never 
yet done: But that vom having made oxr Appeal to the Colloquie, 
all proceedings for that buſineſſe ought to reſt as it was , when we 
appealed , till it was ended by the Cenoqule For that, to proceed 
after an Appeal made, was to nſurpe that power , which the Con- 
ſiſtory ought not. And ſo it was tyranny and oppreſſion in them to 
proceed againſt any one for the ſame falt, for which he had appeal. 
ed» And they could not with hold our Tokens, unleſſe we had com- 
mitted ſomething ſince our Appeal, which made us unworthy: Which 
we demanded of them to prove and make to appear: Or elſe they 
had no ground for their Actions: Which we verily beleeved they had 
not: T hereby fully diſcovering their Iniquity and injuſtice in not 
diſcharging the duties of their Elder- ſhips, having admitted 
Mr. Ciſner notwithſtanding his wickedneſs, and that he hath 
not a n ſatisfaction for his Atheiſticall, and erroneous 
DoR:ine, and treacherous dealings ſo apparently detected, 
and proved againſt him : And becauſe they juſtified him , and 
held communion with him, protecting him from due triall, 
and Cenſure, we thereupon with- drew. 

Conſidering the premiſſes , And that we had ſo fully proved 
the Accuſation againſt Mr. C;/zer, Mr. Fervacques , and | being 
as aforeſaid in the Conſiſtory, demanded of them, that ſatisfaFtion 
ſhould be given us by Mr. Ciſner for his ſlandering of us before 
them, which they mig ht well remember, ſince with ſuch Imprecations 
he had called God, and the holy Ghoſt to witneſſe, that the Accuſation 
was falſe, and that we had invented it, And were inventors of Lies, 
and Reporters of Lies, and Chiquaneurs: and alſo for his ſlandering 
and ſcandalizing mw in his Letter to the Gentlemen at Norwich. 
We therefore deſired the Company to do us juſtice , either that 
Mr. Ciſner might prove his ſaying, or acknowledge his fault; 
Who anſwered , that if we would reconcile our ſelves to Mr. 
Ciſner, they would then do that, which was reaſon. 


The Mcmbers ofthe Church at length perceiving the Con- 
ſequence of the buſineſs, with much Importunity preſſed the 
H 3 Elders 
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Elders to call a Colloquie: Who finding themſelves thus ſolli- 
cited, gave out to the people. that if we would defidy the Charges 
of the Deputies of the Churches, We then ſhould have a Colloquie. 
Which Report being made to me , I went to my Elder — de- 
ſired to know , if it were true; who ſaid, it was /o: I asked, if 
there was no hinderance, but want of money ; he replied, there was 
not And that if I would undertake to pay the Charges, we ſhould 
have one ſpeedilie. I deſired him to propound to the Company, 
that I would undertake to 12 the Charges, ſo 4s the Colloquie 
might be called ſuddainlie before the winter. Which propoſition 
he made: But the Company found out evaſions till to put off 
the Colloquie. And therefore I wrote to them in| French, the 
tranſlation whereof followeth.

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anſwer that you were pleaſed to ſend to me, was, when the two 
Churches, tbat have no Paſtors are provided, then you would 
write to the Church, that is to call it, deſiring them to call a 
Colloquie, Sits, & * that you have changed your Reſolutions, 
and found out another delay to put off the Calling of the Colloquie 
ſo ſuddainly, as was propounded, in putting it of untill the T wo 
Churches that have no Paſtors be' furniſhed with Paſtors, 
which cannot be done ſo ſuddainlie: If that had been told me before, 
I would not have offered you that expedient. Seeing that you do not 
keep ito your propoſition , Iam diſcharged of mine. If I did yeild 
unto your laſt propoſition , the world would judge me to be prodigall. 
Conſidoring your former ſayings , that the Colloquie ought tobe 
ſeven or eight moneths hence by courſes the Two Churches being 
not now furniſhed, and caunot \beſuddenty , for if they were now 
upon the place, it would be ſome time before they could be ſetled, and 
then 22 bm depth of Winter & then you will judge the ſea- 
ſon not fit for them to come. Sirs, Me thinks! At preſent there is as 
manie Churches,as in former times and there might be a Colloquie 
if you would. Sirs , I do not know why Mr. Stouppe ſpeaks ſo un- 
worthilie of Mr. Danois and Mr. Payen, ſaying, who are they? 
This is to deſpiſe them: for what reaſon he doth , it is known umo 
himſelf , But I ſay ,t hat it is not ſeemly , that ſuch a young man 
ſhould be [6 275 to de ſpiſe others. Sirs, I fear if Mr. Stduppe, 
and ſome others (if they can hinder it, ) we ſhall have no Colloquie: 
for one may ſay the like of the Two Churches, that have no Pa- 
ſtors ; for in all likelihood, they will be furniſhed with young Mi- 
niſters , that have not yet exerciſed the Miniſtery , and ſe will not 
have anie great experience in the government of the Churches: 
And ſo it might be ſaid we cannot have Colloquies ! Sirs, I con- 
ceive that I have left jou without anie juſ excuſe ; For without 
doubt if your Cauſe were good, and juſt, you would deſire to come 
to 4 ſuddain end; for 1 have offered unto you all the wayes to 4 
Colloquie ; or to ſome Miniſters of our Colloquie, or to 4 Claſſis, 
or to the Gentlemen of the Dutch, or to Engliſh Miniſters, or to 
anie perſons , that are net interreſſed. My cauſe is geod and juſt,

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and ] do not. fear to make it appear before all the world. (Gentle. 
men the Deacons, ) Ido not know , why the Elders have ſtayed ſo 
long time, before they have called you to have your Adviſe , and 
connſell | Sits, ſeeing now that they have called zou to their Aſſiit- 
ance, all that I do deſire of you is before that you do imbrace the one, or 
the other partie, I deſire you to read the ſentence of the Colloquie 
againſt Mr D' aſigny. Secondly, I deſire pon to read the Com- 
miſſion and order given to the Gentlemen, the Depaties to put 
the ſentence in execution. Thirdly, I deſire you to read the Teſti- 
monie of Mr. John Doneau againſt Mr. Ciſner. Fourthly, / de- 
fire you to read My. Ciſner's own Letter, and conſider it verie 
well. Then you will have (ome knowledge of thoſe things; Then 
you may judge, if Mr. Ciſaer hath done his dutie , according to 
bis deputation, and Commiſſion, accordingly as he had undertaken it 
to do. Sirs , there is another propoſition that I do propoſe unto both 
Companies , that is; Mr. D' obey, and My. BarCpe Mr. 
D'elmare's . ( Speaking of the differences , ) and eſpecially con- 
cerning. My, Cilner*s Letter) in the end Mr. D'obey ſaid, that 
we had a Letter from Norwich , that they would not ſubmit te 
the Colloquie before the Deputies went to Norwich, Sirs, there 
was no bodie at My. D'eſmare's, but Mr. D'obey, and Mr.

am aſſured, that in the day of Judgement it will not be to them ax 
hiding place. Sirs, I have another thing againſt My. Bar , which 
he ſaid at Mr. D*eſmare's : My. D'eſwar ſaid, they had juſtified 
Mr. Ciſner, before that they had heard us: Mr. Bar ſaid, that 
was falſe. I do maintain, that this is true: for thoſe Gentlemen 
that were then in the Conſiſtory cannot de nie it of they pleaſe but 
to remember, when we preſented our ſelves with the Teſtimonie 
of Mr. Doneau, and Mr. Ciſner's Letter, the Company would 
not e be read in the Audience of the Company, and 
ſeeing M other Mme die, in part we yeilded ; upon Condition , that 
they would hear u what we had te ſay, before that they did came 
to 4" entence : The which they promiſed. us, that we ſbould be 
heard of all, that we had to ſay. I ſay ; though you reiterated this 
promiſe to us, yet nevertheleſſe you . to the ſentence, be- 
fore that you had heard us Speak ane word, and jon juſtified Mr.

ſuade us to reconcile our ſelver to Mr. Ciſner. Sits, you e that

concern me to the Gentlemen th Miniſter aud Elders vf the 
Dutch Church, * determine them, untill tho Colloquie be aſ- 
ſembled, to pus a finall end.

The differences ſtill 3 more and more, many par- 
ticular Members of the Church preſſed hard upon the Conſiſt 
to call a Calloquie to decide, and end all our ifferences: 123 ip 
much that at the length they reſolved to call one: And 
December wrote their Letters to the Churches, De firing tem 
to ſend their Deputies to be here in London on the 10 
7 anuarie, 1655. And that they would defray their Charges. Bur 
prac the on to take _ A 1 
{CE co pa charges of ot 5 never 
heard, cart it t hath, been done heretofore, But 1 hen -06 as the 
Conſiftorie propounded it to me formerly , they 
— that I would not have undertaken. it.: „I 
ter ſuge, and Reſerve., whereby to have laid the ſaule nl on * 
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the Charcher at the Conſiftorie's requeſt ſent their Deputies, 
excepting onely the Church of Norwich, whoſe Deputies came 
not at all. And all the reſt being met together in London, de- 
fired to form, and conſtitute themſelves into a Co//oquir. But 
the Conſiferie would not permit them, unleſſe they would pro- 
wiſe te jm with the Dutch Colloquie , which was then ſitting: 
Whereto the Deputies replied , that if after they were rightly 
formed, they found the buſineſſe too heavie for them, and diffcals | 
then they might joyn with the Dutch, if they ſaw it good. . 


Now I would have the Reader underſtand the manner, and 
Cuſtom of our Colloquies: Whichis, That he who was —_

The Noiſe, and Rumour of the diſſolution of our Colloguit 
being conveyed * to us, ſome fathers of families, together 
with Mr. Fervacques, and my ſelf, who had all of us ſerved as 
Elders, met and conſidered ; what we ſhould do upon theſe 
unheard of Carriages of the ſaid Conſiſtorie; It being on a Sa- 
terday in the aſternoon, and ſome of the Drpatiit having gi- 
ven out in ſpeethes that they would retutn hotneward bn che 
Munday next folowitg. And thereupon ſome of us reſolved 
Se bby Drpaties and to deſire them cot to depart the 
City for ſome few daics ; Requeſting them to do the work, for 
which they were come up, and not to be diſcouraped ; For we 
doubted wot but that Cod in hit mercit wonld mk them Inſtru- 
mens to ſettle all the differences in eur Cburch. We addreſſed our 
ſelves to them accordingly and told them, that the worrow bring

Sirs, you are not ignorant, that we have often offered you divers 
wiies, and means to come to à good, true, and juſt peace, according 
to the word of God, and our diſcipline : and we are yet of the ſams 
judge ment, and deſire.

oy made ſo newly « Mimnifter,) theſe diviſions coming before him, 

the firſt beginning of his Miniſtery , may be a ſtumbling · block, 
and offence and ſcandall to him. Sirs, To ſhew you, that we are very 
defrous to come to a good end, which ſhall be for the glorie of God 

andthe good and peactof the Church, Mo do proponnd ,45 _— 
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Firſt, wedo pray, and deſire you to do your duty to the Charch, 
that hath the order given her to call the next Colloquie 3 deſiring 
them to call a Colloquie in the Spring- time, to decide, & determine 
all the differences that have befallen 7 5 the one and the other: For 
it is the Colloquie, that hath right ſo to do; for they be aur true, 
naturall, and onelie judges of all the differences , and unto them we 
have made our appeal , and to them you, and we are bound ro ſub- 
mit: for they are the heage , that dot iyt ucompaſſe our Church, and 
they are the ſinows and veins , that do nouriſh , and ſtrengthen the 
Churches, and their government, and the Phiſicians to cure all the 
Sictzneſſes, and diſorders : And principally it will be the means to 
raiſe up the humour of the Colloquie , that hath been troden under 
foot, becauſe that they could not be ſuffered to form into a Colloe 
quie. Sirs, Theſe Reaſons do incite us to deſire you to condeſcend to 

this propoſition, and we hope that you will. — 


Sirs, sf the aboveſaid ſhould not be accepted, then we do propound 
this 22 „i you do judge it fit tng. It ts thu , If you do pleaſe to 
make choiſe of ſome Fathers of families of our Church, ( what num- 
ber you ſhall judge fitting,) and we ſhall chooſe the like number f 
Fathers of Families , and being agreed of the number, andof the 
perſons then we will draw a writing , in which we will give them 
full, and ample power, as anie Colloquies,or Synod have of right, to 
bear, and determine, and Cenſure; And to accompliſh it from point 
to point. Sirs, the reaſon that makes us to propound this, is to pre- 
vent, that our diſorder and faults be no more ſpread abroad, then they 
be, to the ſcandall of the nation, wherein we do live. 


Firs , If the aboveſaid Propoſitions de not pleaſe you, we do pro- 
poſe this third, that is. That you, and we chooſe the Paſtors, aud El- 
ders of the Dutch Church of London to be our judges , to determine 
upon all the Conſiderations , and Proviſes , as they are laid down 
in the. propoſitions aboveſaid; And if you pou to condeſcend to it 

then to draw out a writing N to the propoſitions abeveſaid, 
and that the one, and every one ſubſcribe it. Then [you and 7 
7] ought 
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ought to preſent the Agreament unto the Gentlemen of the Dutch, 
praying them earneſt lie , that they would be pleaſed to accept', and 
undertake to decide all the differences, as aboveſaid: And by it God 
will be glorified , and the peace of the Church re-eftabliſhed ; for 
which we deſire and pray. Sirs, though we have propounded the 
Two laſt propoſitions , we ds deſire, that you, would be pleaſed to 
accept the firſt , which is according to our duties. If one doth rejett 
it, it ſeemes to us to make a breach in our diſcipline, and goverment, 
and diſhonouy to our Colloquie. Sirs , If you do not accept our 
Colloquie to be our judges, this ſhall not be drawn for an example 
for the time to come, nor to be prejudiciall to our Colloquies.

The anſwer that we received to this our propoſſals from the 
Conſiſtory by Mr, Vanney, was, That they did not rejeft the Col- 
loquie, hut would remit the buſixeſs to the Cœtus. Whereupon I 
anſwered, that it was an unreaſonable Propoſition , that they 
ſhould thereby be Judges, and parties. He replyed to me, That it 
was the reſolution of the Company. And ſo the Reſult of all was 
juſt nothing. But the Reader may be inſormed, that the Conſi- 
ſtery have been ſolicitous with the Dutch, to aſſume upon them- 
ſelves to be the naturall judges of all the differences: But as 1 
underſtand , the Dutch would not accept of it. 

It hath been alſo propounded in the Cætus by one of the 
French Conſiſtorie of London, to re-eſtabliſh again a Super- inten- 
dent; And another of them being in diſcourſe with ſome of 
the Deputies of our Churches, uttered in words, That it would 
never be well in England, till the Biſhops were again eſtabliſh- 
ed and theſe are two of the principall men, that bear ſway 
with the plurality of the Confiftorie. Whereby one may eaſily 
Judge, what ill affection they bear to Reformation, ſince 3 
120711 K 2 they 
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they are inclined to return to the Garlick and Onyons of Egypt, 
and would introduce Epiſcopaey again, whereby they might 
rule, Lord, and Tyrannize over their Rrethren , without any 
Controll. 


I hold it neceſſary, ſince that the Term of Cætus is fo often 
nſedin this book; and thereby it might be conceived , and ap- 
prehended by ſome, as if it were a part of our government of 
our French Churches, that the Reader may be informed, and 
is deſired to obſerve, that the Dutch have no power over the 
French , or the French over the Datch; but are diſtinct from 
each other in their government. And if the Reader doubt any 
thing of the truth t f,I referre him for full ſatisfaction 
therein to the book lately publiſhed by the Fathers of Fami- 
lies, whereby I hope he will be fully reſolved in higagdgement. 


The Comrteous Reader may be pleaſed alſo to take notice of 
this following Relation, whereby he will the better diſcover, 
and diſcern the temper, and Conſtitution of Mr. Ciſuer, and 
his Adherents, and Abettors. And thus it was: That Mr. Jobs 
T «lier having formerly ſerved in the office of an Elder of the 
French Church in Lond.n , and being very much deſirous, that 
all the differences therein might be again reconciled , did out 
of his great Love, and pious affection to the peace, and good 
of the Church, invite to his houſe all thoſe perſons , that had 
ſerved as Elders with himſelf. and all the preſent Elders, hoping 
to have done ſore good thereby: And at the beginning of 
their meeting did read the 13* Chapter of 2. Coy. and 
afterward pray:d, and then incited the Company to peace and 
reconciliation + And having ended bisexhortation , not any one 
replyed. Whereupon he had us up to dinner, and in the Room 
were two tables ſet; Mr. Ciſner and choſe that had ſerved for- 
merly ſate at the table with Mr. Talier, and his wife; and Mr, 
Stouppe and the preſent new Elders fate at the other table, 


When dinner was almoſt ended, Mr. Twier began again - ex- 
ort 
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hort to peace; And when he had ended, Mr. Helis too pp the 
diſcourſe, and faid ,chat every one onght” to acknowledge 
his fault to God, and each to other; and after that Mr. Hedlin 
had concluded, none took it up. Seeing that, I ſaid, that Mr. 
Hedlin had propounded a true, juſt, and vprighe ground 
for a good, and juſt peace; and I ſaid, for my part wherein I 
had failed, and done amiſs, I would be ready to acknowledge it 
to God & man, and doubted not, but God would give me grace 
ſo to do. Mr. Ciſuer being ſate in the Inſide of the table next to 
M“. Tulier toſe up in a very great fury and ſaid, a loud, Sophiſtry, 
Sophiſtry. I (aid, he was a Sophiſter that ſaid it. Then Mr. Stowppe 
ſaid , I told you what it would be, let us be gone: And they al 
aroſe up in ſuch haſt, as if ſome great diſaſter was like to befall 
them. And Mr. Sroyppe ſaid a word or two of Grace, ox thanks, 
but it, wasagry ſhort. Mr. 7 lier ſeeing that diſorder, ſaid, 
Gentlemen, I pray you, as we began, ſo let us end ; defiring Mr. 
Delmey as he began, ſo that he would end. But as ſoon as 
thanks were given, Mr. Ciſuer, Mr. Staupe, and moſt of the preſent 
Elders went away; But the others remained a while after. Con- 
ſider what an unkind reward this was to Mr. Tulier, and alſo 
whither ſuch ungratefull gueſts were worthy of ſuch an In- 
vitation. I leave the world to judge of this Carriage, whithec 
ſuch is the temper of wiſe , grave, diſcreet, and prudent men, 
fearing God. 


Aſter this I underſtood, that the Church of Canterbary,ac- 
cording to the order of the preceding Colloquie, had called a 
Colloquie to be held at that place on the 1 2 of May 1656. And 
thereupon I wroteto the Conſiſtory of Canterbury in French; 
The tranſlated Copy of which Letter, followeth, v1. 
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SIRS, 


"= Paſtors, and Elders of the French Church of Canter- 
| ury. 


Sirs, aud honoured Brethren , The Cauſe of this 4: to deſire 
Jeu, that you would be pleaſed to ſigniſie to me. if there 15 an 
hope, t hat there will be a Colloquie with Jou at the time appointed, 
fo that I may diſpoſe of my affairs , and be with you according to 
mine Appeal. Sirs, I am affraid that our Conſiſtory exdeavonr 
what in them lies, that there be no Colloquie,and that doth en- 
courage me the more, that their Cauſe is not good. Sirs, Conſi- 
dering all the waies and meant, that I have uſed and endeavoured 
to come to a juſt end, yet notwithitanding I cannoſ Nm hem to 
come to the touch, to ſee if their actions be according to the ſtan- 
dard. They are verie buſie in Cœtus for to make them the natural 
Judges; But the Gentlemen of the Dutch will not accept it on 
thoſe terms : yet however they have voted in Cœtus, that they are 
competent Judges. But me thinks | they needed not to have none 
it, for it would have been more for their honour to have ſayed, 
till that they had been choſen to be ſuch. Sirs, it is too manifeſt that 
the Conſiſtory hath 4 good will to break, our government, and to 
re-eſtabliſh again a Super-intendent; for one of Joo hath made that 
propoſition in Cœtus; But the Gentlemen of the Dutch took no 
knowledge of it. So that one may raſilj judge by what Spirit the 
are lead. But I doubt not, but in a ort time God will again 
raiſe up, the honour of our Colloquies in deſpite of the enemies 
thereof, and will make them appear to the world ſuch as they are, 
and render to them according to their deſerts: Sirs, I ds deſire 
Jou, that you would excuſe me, that I have ſo much enlarged my

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By ſome miſhap I cannot now find the Letter it ſelf, which 
was ſent to me from Canterbury in Anſwer; And therefore I 
ſhall not further enlarge my ſelf thereupon. 


By the aforeſaid ill bebaviours of the Conſiſtory of London all 
our hopes were even at an end: But unexpectedly the Church of 
Canterbury, baving the charge given them by the laſt preceding 
Colloquie, that they ſhould call another on the t 2® of day in 
the year. 1656, as aforeſaid ,did accordingly do the ſame ; And 
thereby our hopcs began in ſome meaſure to revive , and renew 
in us. And the better to effect, and bring to paſſe the meeting 
of a Colliquie, the ſathers of families (before mentioned) made 
application to che ſaid COT London ; requeſting them, 

that they would be pleaſed to put to their helping hand, 
that the Colſaggie might be aſſembled at the time appointed: 
But inſtead of atiording their aſſiſtance, they did. (as it ſeems,) 
rather endeavour to hinder it; For the Church of Canterbury 
could receive no Anſwer at all from them, till ſuch time asa 
ſecond Letter was ſent by one of the Elders there to an Elder 
in London; And wherefore there was no Colloquie at all, the 
Church of Canterbury are more able to demonſtrate, than my 
ſelf: And thereupon I ſhall forbear to enlarge my ſelf in any 
thing, but rather proceed to other particulars conducing to a 
greater, and more plain Diſcovery of the truth. Yet one thing 
may be wortby of the Readers Enquiry, for what Cauſe Mr. 
Da Perrier, (who now officiates as a Miniſter in the French 
Church at Southampton, and yet hath no other Ordination, 
than ofa prieſt in the Church of Rome, wherein he took his 
Orders, and therefore ought not by our Diſcipline, and go- 
vernment to be admitted, or received into any of our Churches). 
did come over from the Iſie of Garyſay into Eng land; And when 
the Cenſiſtory of London obſtructed , and prevented the form- 
ing of our Colloquie before mentioned, they then ſhewed them. 
ſelves very kind, and courteous to the ſaid Mr. Du Perrier, 
lending to him ten pounds in money, to be repaid to them a- 
gain 
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gun, whien he ſhall obtain an Augtnentation to be laid to his 
Paſtor-ſhip from ſome Engliþ living, 


This may be ſaid for further ſatisfaRion of the Reader, that 
ſome other of our French Churches, being ſo notoriouſly. af. 
fronted , and evilly entreated by the Conſiſtory of London, were 
wholly diſcouraged, and had no great deſires to meet in 
Colloquie , concefring they could do little, or no good. And fo 
no Calloquie aſſembling, the ſaid Conſiſtory proceded more and 
moxe to trample all the reſt of their Brethren ( as it were) undes 
foot. Which Ambition of theirs conſtrained ſome Fathers of 
Families, who (having made divers offers and Propoſalls for 
peace according to our Diſcipline , but all were rejected by the 
Cenſiſtory,) could diſcover no other waies, or means of Redreſt, 
humbly to make their Addreſs to his Highneſere Lord Pre- 
 teffor. Atid after ſome time ſpent , they by his gracious favour 
obtained a Colloquie, that they ſhould meet and determine all 
our Differetices. 


But a little while before ſuch Relief was prayed from his 
Highneſs , Mr. John D'oneau came from Canterbury to London: 
Concerning whom the Conſiſtory of London had given out in 

es, that he was run away, and would not appear before 
theta. Of whoſe Coming Mr. Fervacques having knowledge, 
acquainted me therewith : Deſiring ( in reſpeR of that Aſper. 
ſton) that we might go to ſome of the Conſiſtory, and give 
them notice of Mr. D'oneas's prefence in London; for that he was 
the fame day, or the next morning to retutn to Norwich. 
Wherefore we being at the Exchange, did inform Mr. Iſaac L il. 
lers (one of the Elders , ) of Mr. D'oneau's being in town , who 
had teſtified againſt Mr. Ciſner: And being the Conſiſtory bad fer- 
merlie ſaid, that he was run away, and durft not ſhew himſelf, they 
might do well to ſpeak with him. He anſwered , that he could 
not do it of poſes Joer that he might in ſo doing be cenſured. We 
therefote defired him to ſpeak with ſome of his Brethren: And 
| at 
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at the very inſtant we eſpied another of the Conſiſtoty; requeſt- 
ing Mr. De Lillers to go to him, and conſider of it, and return us 
their Reſolution preſently , for that Mr. D'oneau having earn- 
eſt buſineſs at Colcheſter , was to. be gone that night or next 
morning early, that he might be at that place on Saturday 
night. But at that Exchange. time they gave us no Anſwer: 
But after dinner they ſent to Mr. Fervacques, that Mr. D'oneau 
ſhould come to Mr. Bar's honſe about five of the Clock that 
afternoone. | 


I told Mr. Fervacgues, that as I did believe, if they were wile, 
the Members of the Conſiſtory would not meet with Mr. D' one aus 
at the place appointed; For that there might, or would be ſome 
new matter, or evidence diſcovered. But when the hour was 
come, Mr-#agacques together with Mr. Da queſue, and Mr. 
D'eneau did go to Mr. Bar's houſe , leaving notice thereof for 
me at my houſe; upon which I did immediately repair thither. 
Where being come, the party of the Conſiſtory would have per- 
ſuaded Mr. D'oneau to go into another Room, wherein Mr. 
Ciſner, and ſome Elders were met together: For that Mr. Bar 
{aid , there were other perſons beſides Mr. D'oneau; And things 
would. be otherwiſe reported than they really were. Whereupon 
Mr. D'aneas replied , that he gave him a good Caution, and 
therefore he would not fpeak any thing , but in preſence of 
Witneſſes : Upon which Mr. Bar preſſed him to come on the 
Lorꝗs. day following to the Conſiſtory: But be ſaid, he could not 
ſtay ſolong , for that he was to be at Colcheſter on the Saturday 
night : But if that in caſe he could ſtay, he reſolved not to ſpeak 
any thing before them, unleſs there were more perſons preſent, 
than atthat time were attending to. bear witneſs. | 


It ſo fell out at that time, that we could by no means prevail 
with Mr. Bar, and Mr. 1ſaac De Lilers, that Mr. Ciſner, Mr. 
D'obey, (and as I think) ſome others of them then preſent , that 
they and we together in perſon 1 hear what Mr. A 
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would teſtifie : But inſtead thereof they unworthily taxed! us, 
that things would be falſely reported. To prevent which, we 
propounded, that whatſoever ſhould be ſaid by one, or the other 

party, ſhould be written down and ſigned, and affirmed by ei- 
ther: But this would nothing at all move them; And therefore I 

wiſhed them, that they ſhould not give out ano more in ſpeeches, 

that Mr. D'oneas durſt not ſhew his face; But that they would 

rather acknowledge, that Mr. Ciſuer dui ſt not ſhew his. But 

indeed Mr. Ciſuer may be accounted wiſe to diſappear, for if 

he, and Mr. D'onean had come face to face, no doubt, but that 
Mr. None au would have revealed ſome other particulars, than 
what he had done before; And beſides there would have been 
more Witneſſes to his Relation, than formerly. But beiag we 
could not induce them to a perſonall meeting , (as before is 
mentioned to be deſired by 2 took our lea departed: 

Vet further as I told thoſe Gentlemen of the Conſiſtory, that if 
it had been my caſe, as it was Mr. Ciſner's , that Mr: D'onras 
ſhould (as Mr, C:/ner ſaid ) bave related a falſe thing of me, 
I would have ſought him, If he had been to bave been 
found: above ground: But certainly, when Mr. Ciſner faily 
knew, that Mr. D'encau was in the ſame houſe with - 
him according to bis appointment, and Expectation (or elfe 
why. came he thither ? ) and yet he would not ſpeak wich him; 
It muſt needs declare him to be guilty of what Mr D' ona bad 
accuſed him. For if he could have cleared, and vindicated his 
innocence ; We ſhould for our parts have been very glad there. 
of, and alſo defirous , that Mr. D'oncas in making bis firſt re. 
lation to Mr, Fervacques, whereby to traduce and ſcandalize 
Mr. Ci/zer , ſhould therefore have ſuffered due Cenſute, and 
Reproof ; As well we may expect; that Mr. Ciſuer ſhould yet 
undergo the ſame, for his being backward, and averſe to give ſa- 
tisfaction for his offence, of which he plainly ſtands convicted 
by bis ſilence, and obſtinacy. | 


The Reader ſhall further diſcern the rancour , and obſtinate 
| | = behaviour: 
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behaviour of the Conſiſtory of London, who, when- that bis 
Highmeſſe had graciouſly gr anted us (as before | have related) 
the Liberty of a Callaquie, did neverthele ſſe petit ion againſt it; 
Accuſiugthem unworthily to be partiall, and falſely affirming, 
that the Dutch were our naturall Judges: Which petition they 
proſecuting at Whire=Hall with much earneſtneſs, at the length 
ſome Fathers of Families (with my ſelf) being by Gods good 
Providence at Clrat place, and diſcovering their Attendance, 
were at length on both parties called in before his Highneſſe; 
where, upon his Higbneſſe hearing the Allegations on both 
ſides , thoſe Gentlemen in the end confeſſed, that the Collogmies 
compoſed of the Members of our own French Churches, were 
our proper judges; and alſo profeſſed , that they were never a- 
gainſt them; promiſing before his Highneſſe , that a Colloquir 
ſhould nſſemb Concerning the time of whoſe meeting, and 
the manner thereof, and how they were not rightly coaſtitu- 
ted, nor did regularly act, being they were but five perſons, 
and all of them not py qualified, & alſo were diſclaimed 
and diſowned by ſix other layfull Deputies, and the Comſiſto- 
ries of ſeverall Churches, I ſhall herein fordear to relate, but 
do'referre the Reader to the Book of the Fathers of Familits 
before mentioned, being a Reſutation of a book before printed 
by the Conßſtory. But give me leave to inform you, ſo farre as 
I was my ſelf concerned at the meeting of that pretended Col- 
laguie, (for ſoImuſt eall it,) in as much as his Higbneſſe, and 
our Chunches were abuſed, vi: himſelf in his pious , and gra- 
cious Intentions, and our ſelves in our Diſcipline, and Govern- 
ment; And ſo I ſhall make my progreſs to declare the truth, 
and nothing elſe. 


Thoſe five per ſons under the notion, and pretence of a Col- 
liquie about two daies before their Diſſolution ſending for me, 
as ſoon as I had but notice I appeared before them; Deſiring 
to know for what Cauſe they had ſent for me. They 
aid, te demand of me, If unt I had any thing againſt the 
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Conſi ſtory of London.lanſwered, yes , and alſo againſt Mr. Ciſner 
in particular: But I told them, that I did ſee but _ five per. 
* ſons of them ſitting, who could nor make up a Colloquie, They ſaid, 
chat they were fix, yet I could ſee (as again I affirmed ) but one. 
ly five. Whereupon they replied, that there was an Elder come 
from Dover, & was here by eight of the Clock that morning, and 
that he was then admitted. I ſaid to them that it was very ſtrange 
to me, for that Elder, that was choſen by that Church, and ſent 
up to London, and being! newly come, did by Conſtraint de- 
part again from thence homewards by reaſon of his Highneſſe's 
Proclamation, for that he had born Arms againſt the Parlia. 
ment. This was on the Saturday at noone that I appeared be. 
fore them , and that Elder left the City but the Thurſday night 
late before, and could not be at Dover at ſooneſt , before the 
night following; On which night I beleeved bah the Conſiſto. 
ries there had not met together to make a new choice, ( in caſe 
ahey were informed of the neceſſity of the cauſe )to give him 
a. Letter of Deputation, which could not in any poſſibility be 
here by that Saturday morning by eight of the Clock; Where. 
upon I deſired them, that they would be pleaſed to receive Mr. 
Le Qgeux, and his Elder deputed from Canterbury, and then 
I would proceed to declare againſt Mr, Ciſuer and our Conſi- 
ftory. They anſwered ; that Mr. Le Queuæ might come, if he 
would: I defired again, that both he and his Elder might be 
received, for then they would be the plurality of our Churches, 
and then I would declare my Complaint : Forasmuch as , that 
ilbeit they were fix perſons rightly qualified'; Yet not being the 
greater part of the Peputies of all our Churches, they could not 
be properly a well conſtituted Colloquie. And this paſſage 
was on the Saturday afore mentioned afcer twelve of the 
Clock; At which time 1 left: the Company, and repaired to 
the Exchange, where I met with Mr. Le Queux, and ac- 
quainted him with what I had ſaid to them, and what was the 
Companie's Anſwer to me: He aſſured me, that he and his Elder 
world attend them at two of the Clopk thut afternoone , to oy 
ot 3 
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what they would do; And they did ſo: But the Company 
would not receive either of them. By which may well be 
eollected, how light, and triviall a matter they accounted. 
it, to tell an untruth, whereby to deceive their brother. 
Iminediately after at the ſame Exchange. time on the Saturday 
aforeſaid, meeting with one of the Elders ſitting (as in a Collo- 
quie,) at that place, I asked him, how it could be poſſible , that 
they had received another Elder from Dover ſo quickly ; Who an- 
ſwered me, That the Miniſter of Dover did chooſe him, and the 
Colloquie approved of him. Whereupon I demanded of him, 
whither this was according to our Diſcipline and Government: For 
that the right of the Choice is by the Miniſter , Elders, and Dea- 
cons of the. Conſiſtory , and without them together no Deputy 
could bs choſen to be ſent to the Colloquie : I ſaid alſo to him, that 
I did marve lk to ſee things, carried altogether ſo contrary to all 
Rule and Government ; whereby I did ſee , that they had a miude to 
deſtroy our good Government, And thereupon I deſired of him, 
that I might know, who it was, that was ſo newly choſen : To 
which he gave me anſwer , that it was Mr. De Haze. On which 
I ſaid to him, that that perſon had been à good while in the City, and 
was then no Elder at that preſent at Dover, & was alſo Mr. Ciſner's 
Brother in law, and the very man, that preferred Mr. Ciſner to 
our Church in London; whereby in truth one might eaſily ſee, 
how unrightconfly they walked, and that none could expett a bleſſing 
from their procedings , becauſe they did behave themſelves fraudu- 
leutly therein. 


On which Saturday the Deputies of the Church of Sant hoff 
arrived in Lendon; And on the Munday morning following the 
Miniſter of that place (to wit ) Mr. Xerhuel, ( bis Elder being 
not well at his Inne, ) preſented himſelf ſingly to the Company; 
And the ſame time Mr. Le Queux and his Elder, preſent- 
ed themſelves to be received: But the pretended Colloquie told 
them, they were not a Co//oquie at the preſent , but deſired them 
to come again in the after noone: After thoſe aforefaid were 
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diſmiſſed, then: the Fathers of Families and the four Deacons, 
and my felf preſented our ſelves to them; Intending to have 
deſired of them to receive the above ſaid and then we would de- 
clare. But we deſiring to ſpeak with them they told us, that 
they were not a Colloquie, but deſired us to com: again 
to them in the aſter- noone. So all we the above-faid attend- 
ed them again at that time, and waited a long time upon 
them; and at length they ſent to all of us word, that they were 
not a Colloquie, becauſe one of them was wanting, and de- 
ſired us to come to them agaiu the next morning. Accord- 
ingly we all appeared as appointed And then they called 
in Mr. Le ,Qwenx , and his Elder, but would not admit them to 
their Company. They alſo called in Mr, Kerhuel, (whoſe Elder 
was not wellin health , ) telling him, that they could not re- 
ceive him, for three Reaſons, viz. Firſt , BecanſFhe had recei- 
ved impoſition of hands by Engliſh Miniſters ; Secondly , be. 
cauſe there was net written on the Top of his Letters of Deputa- 
tion, (A Meſſeurs, Les Meſſeurs the Miniſters and Elders in Col. 
loquie.) Thirdly, Becauſe ke was come too late with his Elder, 
for that they had almoſt done. He deſired earneſtiyto be received, 
whereby he * joyn with them to ſtrengthen them, and 
confirm ſuch , as were juſt , and right. They denyed him, 
ſey ing they could not. Thereupon the Fathers of Families, the 
four Deacons, and my ſelf preſented our felvesrovhem ; Re- 
queſting them to receive the ſaid two Churches, there being 
then ſufficient perſons enough to conſtitute a Ceiloquie. And 
that on the morrow the Church of Thorney- Abbey would alſo 
de with them ; And then the Colloquie would be compoſetl of 
all the Churches; Preffing'them, chat we might be heard, what 
we had to ſay, whereby an end might be made of our unhappy, 
and ungodly Differences, Upon this they deſired us to with- 
draw, and being a while with-drawn , they did riſe, and depart, 
wirh out calling us in again; but ſent to us the Miniſter of Dever , 


who informed us, that they could not proceed, becauſe thut we ftoed 
for full gedit Then we lufee, theywere Giſolved 
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and thetefore we urged him to let us know, whither the 
Colloquie was diſſolved; To which be would not return any 
Anſwer, And as farre as we could diſcover from ſome others 
of them, the Colloquie (as they pretended themſelves to be) 
at B very inſtant ( being T neſday before noone ) did abſolutely 
diſſolve. 


With moſt fervent deſire I beſeech the Courteous Reader to 
conſider the order, and manner of procedings of the aforeſaid 
five men, who did take upon themſelves the name of a Colloquie, 
when as they were not the plurality of our Churches; Au 
with all to obſerve the falſeneſs, and deceipt of their Anſwer 
at their nn. , imparted to us by the Miniſter of Dover. 
For aſmuch as they did nevertheleſs before their Departure 
confirm the three Acts, made by the Conſiſtory of London wy ; 
fully againſt Mr. De/miey , and alſo paſs other pretended Acts 
againſt the Fathers of Families, (As is more amply related in 
their aforeſaid Book, ) keeping them ſecret, without _—_— | 
for any of the parties concerned, whereby to admoniſh, a 
perſuade them by Reaſons ſignificant, that they would ſubmit 
to their Senteaces, ot otherwiſe they would make them publick 
to the People in the Pulpit. But on the contrary; and in a moſt 
unchriſtian manner they did the next Lords day after publiſh - 
them in the Pulpit; Although they had told us, that they could 
not proceed, becauſe we ſtood for a fall Colluquie. I pray the 
Reader to obſerve this ungodly dealing! 


Alſo I intreat the Bent uslent Reader to take notice of the Diſ- 
cipline of our Churches ; which is, that every Conſiſtory of each 
particular Church muſt have the Major part of Miniſters 
and Elders , whereby to make them capable to Act, as a cog 

oy. Much more rather then (I ſay ) ought a Colloquie to be + 
compoſed of the plurality of Deputies of our Churches at 
theleaſt ; And indeed by our government , they ought all to be 
preſent from all the Churches, whereby the Major part of _— 5 
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might have the affirmative , or Negative votes; As more fully 
appears by the aforeſaid book of the Fathers of Families. Bur 
from hence may be drawn into an unqueſtionable Argument, 
that the procedings of thoſe five perſons were ſo farre without 
example, as that the like hath not been heard of in any reform- 
ed Churches, throughout the world; And in it (elf moſt plainly 
contradictory to our common practice in the ordinary exerciſe 
of our Diſcipline, and 'government : For that we never uſe to 
publiſh any Sentence to the diſgrace of any offender whatſoever 
by name, though for never ſo groſs a ſin at the firſt; nay, nor 
untill after three ſeverall Admonitions to perſuade them to re- 
pentance and Amendment. And of this I will vouch a late Pre- 
cedent in our Church, which is this; that a woman (a Member 
of the ſame ) running away from her husband with another 
man, the Conſiſtory publiſhed onely, that a ſiſter (Without name- 
ing her) had committed a foule ſinne. But theſe Gentlemen 
without any Conſideration, immediately (as aforeſaid ) make a 
publication by name of their brethren , as offendors. But well 
we may ſay, they might do it, for that (right, or wrong,) one 
of them ſaid to Mr, Le Queux, Whatſoever they did they muſt 
ſave the honour of the Conſiftory : And Mr. Ciſner himſelf ſaid 
amongſt them, (defiring them to make haſt) that if the other 
Churches did come, his Conſiſtory would be undons. And another 
Depatie affirmed , that it would never be well in the Churches, 
till there were Biſhops again. But it is to be conſidered further 
in what Poſt-haſt theſe Gentlemen made their progreſs , when 
they heard, and plainly did ſee, that two Churches were here, 
and the laſt on their journey, and the next day would attend 
them; And iſ they had had that good affection to the peace of 
the Church, as they ſhould have had in love to juſtice, and 
truth, wy. Lon have received them all, though they had ſtayd 
two, or three daies longer; Whereby to have the judgement, 
and conſent of all the other Churches together with themſelves. 
But I muſt confeſs, well weighing the Experience of theſe five 
os rows of tom Revere aerel a Cilepaie bafort,

Overtures, for peace uſed by the Fathers of Fami-

which they are put , The which is the greateſt judgement of God. 
that hath befallen them ſince their being iu this nation, And that 
ought to be unto us matter of great humiliation before God, And. 
all true Chriſtians that have the glorie of God in fingular recom- 
wendation and the good and the peace of our Churches ; they ought to 
Aud how they may bring water to quench this Inflamed fire. And | 
conceive this Obligation is principally upon you becauſe of the ſolemn 
promiſe that yon have unto God in the face of the Congrega- 
tion, the which 1 do pray you well to confider. Sirs , I do aoknow- 
ledge that} it is alſs my; dutie, T berefore to teffifie the very, 
great de fire that I have that the above ſaid difference. be decided 
in the fear of God; I do conceive that ſuch a way may yet be found 
ont, if it pleaſed God ſo to Incline all aur hearts unto ſuch a juſt 
and holy reſolution. So that ruth and peace might imbrace each 6 
ther it proceeding from a heart truely humbled in fincerity,ſo thereby 
Ged will be glorified. Sirs , the propoſition that I deſire to propoſe 
unto you is: That there be very manie Engliſh Miniſters in thu 
Citie thut are pious and fearing God, and that art of the ſame 
government with u.

French ſo per- 
fectly as to expreſs my (elf Receivingthis ſhort , and inſuffici- 
ent Anſwer from them, and na other ſatisfaction , or repara- 
to this day, and having no other mean left me, whereby to 
vindicate my ſelf from their unjuſt aſperſiom caſt upon me, and 
their wrongfull ſuſpenſion of me from the Lords Supper, (when 
as I did onely contend to clear my ſelf from Mr. Ciſaer's falle 
. Accuſation , the matter wherewith I did ſeem to reptove him, 
being ſo fully juſtified at the very firſt by Mr. Fervacques to 
have been by him related to me, and at the length teſtified by 
' Mr.'D'oncau.to be certainly true, and more particuliarly is 
maniſeſted by Mr. Ciſver one Letter; how treacheriouſly and 
Judas lille he hath dealt with Mr. De Laune and bis Church, 
and eſpecisliy with, our Colloquit that Imployed him in that 
Deputation, which doth repreſeat all out Churches. So that 
that Mr. Ciſner hath betrayed all our Churches; I therefore 
canſed this Relation of all Circumſtances , and particulars from 
firſt to laſt to be imprinted, and communicated to the publick 
view of the world t but eſpecially of chofe Gentlemen to whom 
I bave made my dedication hereof, and all Juditious , and well 
willing Chriſtians, whoſe favour ſhall be ſo farre extended to 
me, as to be well pleaſed to read and compare this book ; Not 
- doubting , but that their Conſideration thereof will regularly 
lead, and induce to a juſt judgement , and poſitive vindication 
of me in the premiſſes; And I hope in the end', thyt Almighty 
God will be graciouſly pleaſed to adminiſter a fitting Redreſs, 
whereby I may be juſtly vindicated. And that thyſe perſons 
who have acted againſt me with ſo much anreaſdnableneſs, 
and Inconſideration, and directly conrrary to the Niſcipline 
and government of all our Churches, in ſuſpending me,asefore-

Fo: the Concluſion of this my Narrative, I d:ſire the Reader 
to obſerve, that I have been credibly informed, that Mr. Ciſner 
hath very lately preached ; 7 hat the Law is holy, juſt and good, 
calling God and the Angells to bear witneſs, that be never 

reached againſt the Lam, or ever called it an Hypocrite or the 
ike; Whereas it will be abundantly proved by very many wit- 
neſſes (then Auditors); That Mr. Ciſnuer, alm6ft two years 
ſince did in two ſeverall Sermons publickly preach againſt the 
holy Law of God, and ſince that time maintained the ſame unto 
private perſons: The fi: ſt time that he ſo preached, ſome (chen 
preſent ) were much offended, eſpecial y Mr. Beaumont, who 
went the next day to hiz Elder and complained thereof deſiring 
him that he Would entreat Mr. Ciſuer to give him ſatisfe ion : 
therein, but all in vain; For in another Sermou, (he having been 
23 for the former ) was ſo farr from giving the leaſt of 
atis faction, that he maintained what he had ſo delivered with 
much more vigour then before, ſo that very many more were 
much offended thereat, and made their ſeverall complaints unto - 
their reſpective Elders deſiring that Mr. Ciſner might give 
them ſatisfaction either by maintaining that his falſe and erro-

Now let the Reader judge, whether this be the way for an 
true Goſpel Miniſter to take, as firſt to preach Atheiſticall a 
blaſ;/hemous doctrine againſt the AZajeffy of God, and his moſt - 
holy Law ; Then to cover his fin, becauſe he cannot make it 
good by the word of truth; Laſty, to be ſo impiouſly wicked, as 
to dare to call God and his Angells to jaſtiſie him in all his 
wickedneſſes But to cloſe up all, thus much I dare be bold to 
affirm, and that upon good warrant too, That if he doth not 


repent, God and bis own Conſcience will be a terrible tet 
againſt him one day.
